tions. As far as that goes, to me Aberdeen-Angus cattle are more 
attractive than others when seen either singly or in groups, and a 


great many people prefer the thing that appeals most to 


so.’ And if my inquirer should ask why—well, condi- 
tions have changed a lot since I first became interested 
in the breed as a small boy on my mother’s Iowa farm. 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle were admirably suited to condi- 
tions then it is true, but they are much better suited to 
the conditions of today and they will be still better adapt - 
ed to the requirements of tomorrow. The breed’s destiny 
will not be fulfilled until it eventually becomes the dom- 
inant beef breed of America. I realize that this is a 
strong prophecy to make and that I shall probably not 
see it materialize. Yet there are ample reasons for mak- 
ing such a statement. Let us examine some of them. 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle today are rapidly ascending 
a wave of universal popularity such as no other breed 


has enjoyed since the introduction of pure bred live stock into 
From coast to coast the Doddie and his accomplishments 


America. 
are attracting as never before the attention of cattle breeders, 
beginners and old-timers alike. One has only to refer to recent 
public auctions held in the East, in the Middle-West, and in the 
South-West, to be convinced that the breed is on the march to 
dominance in those sections. And in the Far-West, Aberdeen- 

Angus cattle are becoming increasingly popular with both range 
producers and farm operators, with the result that there are not 
nearly enough available to meet the requirements of this vast 
area. 

As is well-known, the Aberdeen-Angus breed is the junior 
beef breed of this country. It is very much younger than the 
Shorthorn breed and the first importation of Aberdeen-Angus 
came much later than the Hereford. “Time” magazine recently 
aptly referred to the Aberdeen-Angus as the “upstart breed of 
the United States’, meaning of course, that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are new in this country as compared to those of the other 
beef breeds. This fact alone is greatly in the breed’s favor as it 
leaves more room for expansion. A good thing that is new and 
on the way up is always a better bet than something that has al- 
ready reached its zenith. Aberdeen-Angus cattle have certainly 
proved that they are good and that they are still short of the 
goal they are destined to ultimately reach. 

Why is there such a rapidly growing interest in Aberdeen- 
Angus in all parts of the country? Mostly because, due to a 
more aggressive attitude on the part of our association and indi- 
vidual breeders in getting the merits of the breed before the 
public, people everywhere are learning of the Aberdeen-Angus’ 
superior qualities. These qualities are so well known by most 
cattlemen that enumerating them may be boresome to most 
Journal readers. However, with the thought that this particu- 
lar issue of the Journal will go to many new readers, I shall risk 
naming some of the characteristics which distinguish Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle from all other beef cattle. 

_. The hornless head alone is winning many new adherents 
right along. Nobody wants horns on cattle any more and how 
much nicer it is to breed them off than to cut them off. This 
feature, because of the prevalence now of the screw-worm in so 
many cattle producing sections of the country, is more important 
today than ever before. 

_ Then we have the uniformity of color and conformation 
which no other breed can even remotely approach. This com- 
bination, to say the least, adds attractiveness in group forma- 
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the eye. It is difficult to imagine a more attractive 
scene than a group of Aberdeen-Angus cattle on a green 
pasture, and have you ever observed how the largest 
crowd always congregates around the Aberdeen-Angus 
side of a show arena? 

But some say that “beauty is only skin deep.” If 
that be true, there is still plenty to talk about in favor 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle over other beef cattle. Let us 
take a look “under the skin” for a minute and see what 
we find. By consulting a few records it won’t take long 
to determine that Aberdeen-Angus are plenty good there 
too. Good enough to have won thirty-six out ot thirty- 
seven International carcass contests, and after all, the 
carcass is really the ultimate end of a beef animal.

Doddies Constantly Growing in Popularity Overseas 


It is with pleasure that I accede to your invitation to contri- 
bute a few notes to your Special Anniversary Number. Let me in 
the first place congratulate you on the continued excellence of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal and on the valuable services which it con-

tinues to render the Aberdeen-Angus cause. Your many readers 
in the “old country” which has provided the Aberdeen-Angus seed 
for that marvellous distribution of our breed of which we are all 
so justly proud, are following with keen interest the gratifying de- 
velopment of the breed’s interests in the United States which, by 
increasing numbers of herds and by the steadily-rising range of 
values at the public sales, is so apparent. We congratulate United 
States breeders on this advance, and sincerely trust that the breed 
may go on from strength to strength as befits its unrivalled record 
in the beef producing world. 

I have just returned from the Highland Show in Edinburgh, 
which, as your readers are no doubt aware, is the leading agricul- 
tural show in Scotland. At that show we had a magnificent entry 
of over one hundred Aberdeen-Angus—the largest by far of the 
cattle sections of the show. This is an indication not only of the 
recognition by our breeders of the practical value of the live stock 
show, but also of the steady increase of the breed, which is all the 
more remarkable in view of the very unsatisfactory conditions 
through which not only cattle breeding and feeding but all branches 
of agriculture in Britain have been passing. ‘this indication of 
progress will receive further point, when in a week or so from the 
time I write, there will fall to be held the Centenary Show of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of England which is the principal show 
of the kind in Britain. Here the Aberdeen-Angus will have an en- 
try of one hundred and fifty, a number far in excess of the entries 
in any of the other beef breed classes. I do not intend going into 
the details of these shows as you will no doubt be having a separ- 
ate report of them, but I would say that the classes were particu- 
larly rich on the female side, though that it not to say the bull 
classes had not very attractive entries too. Our export trade 
however in recent years has been very largely confined to bulls, of 
which Argentina continues to take the pick, but the general result 
is that our breeders are, for the most part, well stocked with fe- 
males of the breed, and like the pioneers of old they take advant- 
age of the show ring as of a shop window for the breed. It is a 
“shop window” that has made powerful appeal to those interested 
in beef production the world over, ever since the days when M’Com- 
bie proved its merits in the keenly contested arena of the French 
Exhibitions, both as regards breeding stock, and—to an even more 
brilliant extent—as regards fat stock, in which department the 
Aberdeen-Angus has built up such an unequalled record, contribut- 
ed to in such liberal measure by our London Smithfield Shows and 
by your Chicago International Show. 

Referring to the Centenary Show of the Royal Agricultural 
Society and as further indicative of the steady progress which the 
Aberdeen-Angus are making in England, it may be noted that for 
many years after Aberdeen-Angus began to make their appearance 
at Royal Shows the exhibitors were, for the most part, confined to 
Scottish breeders, but more 
recently only very few exhib- 
its have been sent from Scot- 
land. Despite this, however, 
the section at a few of the 
recent Royal Shows has stood 
third in point of number of 
entries amongst the _ beef 
breeds and at this Centenary 
Show they, as stated, lead the 
beef breeds. Away back in 
1862 when the Battersea In- 
ternational Show took place 
M’Combie’s Aberdeen-Angus 
cow Pride of Aberdeen, and 
Richard Booth’s Shorthorn 
cow Queen of the Ocean were 
bracketed as the two best 
females in the show, and that 
same year M’Combie was on 
French soil, proclaiming for 
the third time the supremacy

Kilburn Show of 1879 brought out strong representati 
these cattle, but it was only occasionally that Mls for pag le 
were provided at Royal Shows, exceptions being the Jubilee Show 
in 1889 (when Lord Tweedmouth’s Cash, among the bulls, and Mr 
George Wilken’s Waterside Matilda 2d among the cows, upheld the 
honours of the breed) and in 1891, at Doncaster, when Mr. Arthur 
Egginton showed the Ballindalloch-bred Epsom, and the late Mar- 
quis of Huntly, his cow St. Agnes, of the Saint family now so 
scarce. The famous Prince Inca, greatest perhaps of all Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls, was seen at Chester in 1893, Mr. Fred Crisp’s Gilde- 
roy at Cambridge in 1894, Colonel Smith Grant’s Equestrian at 
Darlington in 1895, Mr. J. W. Earle’s Fairy King of Kirkbridge at 
Leicester in 1896, and so on to Cardiff in 1901, when Mr. Cridlan 
with his great foundation bull Elate commenced his wonderful 
showyard record—such are a few of the names which recall past 
years at Royal Shows. It has to be borne in mind that it was only 
round the late seventies and early eighties that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus were beginning to find a footing in England. The further fact 
that it has only been since 1893 that classes have been regularly 
provided for Aberdeen-Angus, and the present position occupied by 
the breed indicates clearly the great progress that has been made 
by it in England. At this year’s Centenary Show, Scottish and 
English breeders combine to put up a show in every way illustrative 
of this progress. 

It has, however, been at the fat stock shows that the Aberdeen- 
Angus have been most in evidence and the success which has at- 
tended the breed in the realm of beef production is only in keeping 
with the goal which was set before them by the early pioneers of 
the breed. An atmosphere of real romance in this respect sur- 
rounds the founding and the development of the black polled race 
of cattle, which since the commencement of its systematic improve- 
ment and official registration has become known all over the cattle- 
breeding world under its present-day name of Aberdeen-Angus. In 
the days when the cattle were known as Angus “Doddies” and 
Buchan “Humlies”, they were confined almost entirely to the north- 
east corner of Scotland, but during the past sixty years, i. e., from 
the formation of The Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, the progress 
made has been quite phenomenal not only at home but in all the 
principal overseas cattle-raising countries. 

The founding of the breed on its improved footing and its early 
development constitute a story of great interest. The work of im- 
provement really started with the nineteenth century, though for 
many years thereafter the work was carried on by a mere handful 
of farsighted men, who recognized the possibilities of the native 
Scottish breed, and were spurred on in their enthusiasm for im- 
provement by what was being accomplished with other breeds in 
districts more advanced agriculturally. It was in 1867, just slight- 
ly over seventy years ago, that Mr. M’Combie created a sensation 
by winning the championship at London Smithfield Show for the 
first time with an Aberdeen-Angus. The Smithfield steer of 1867 
was by request of her Majesty Queen Victoria conveyed to Windsor 
for her inspection, so great was the fame which his outstanding 
appearance created. Some time later when at Balmoral Her Maj- 
esty drove across the Donside hills to Tillyfour and inspected Mr. 
M’Combie’s great collection of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This was 
followed by Her Majesty starting a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
at Balmoral and by her becoming Patroness of The Aberdeen-An- 
gus Cattle Society, a position now held by Her Majesty Queen Eliz- 
abeth, while King George is Patron of the Society—a Patron and 
a Patroness whom many of the citizens of the United States recent- 
ly welcomed with such unbounded enthusiasm. 

This early success at Smithfield was the forerunner of a mar- 
vellous record for the Aberdeen-Angus at that great show of fat 
stock. Details are no doubt familiar to every student of Aberdeen- 
Angus history and to every admirer of the breed. But just in a 
word there may be recalled the London Smithfield Show of last 
December, when six out of the seven inter-breed championships 
fell to the Aberden-Angus, the seventh going to a “double cross” 
of the Aberdeen-Angus—a line of breeding which produces the fin- 
est type of high grade commercial cattle. Moreover five out of 
the seven reserve championships fell to animals of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. To show that these successes were no mere “flash 
in the pan” there may be given the championship results of Smith- 
field shows over the past twenty-five years: Aberdeen-Angus 13, 
Crosses (all with Aberdeen-Angus) 9, Shorthorns 3. As regards

A Dedication 


To the further promotion of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed 1 hereby dedicate Volume 
21 of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, begin- 
ning with this grand issue. [t was in the year 
1919 that [ conceived the idea or founding 
a magazine, the purpose of whicii would be 
to sponsor and promote the best interests 
of this great breed of beef cattle. It was on 
August 9th, 1919, that the tirst number of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal made its ap- 
pearance. 1’ll never forget that memorable 
day, when, with a detailed prospectus under 
my arm, I boarded the train at Webster City 
and detrained at the Escner & Kyan spring 
sale the early part of June, 1919, there to 
meet the then president of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, the 
Rev. Father White, who together with his 
brother were engaged in the breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Perry, lowa. 
Chas. Gray, secretary of the association 
was there too. Hundreds of breeders from 
every corner of the then known Aberdeen 
Angus world, on this continent, had assem- 
pled for a big two day sale. it was at the 
banquet, given by the sellers, that the mat- 
ter of founding a breed paper was present- 
ed. Among those most enthused were my 
good friends the late P. J. Donohoe, the 
wschers, and many, many others who im- 
mediately fell in line for their share ot 
support for the new project. I dare say 
there was some hesitancy on the part of a 
few of the breeders present relative to plac- 
ing such a responsibility upon the shoulders 
of a wee country printer, whom they knew 
only as a builder of high class sales cata- 
logs. Sensing the situation | decided quick- 
ly to turn the burden of the editorial de- 
partment directly to the association office 
at Chicago—a policy that remained in force 
the first year, at the end of which, having 
fairly well established the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, the association offices were releas- 
ed from that responsibility and the whole 
burden, fieldwork, editorial, and general 
management shifted to Webster City which 
town has been the home of your breed mag- 
azine these past twenty years. Just how 
well I have been able to serve the cause for 
which I have given my life’s energies [ do 
not know. However this one thing I do 
know, and know quite well, that it has been 
only through the loyal support of the men 
and women of this nation who are interest- 
ed in this, the world’s fastest growing breed 
of beef cattle, that the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal has been able to remain afield. 

In the very beginning of this new year I 
desire to again express to the entire frater- 
nity my sincere appreciation for all that 
you, each and every one of you, both those 
who have labored with us and those who 
have worked so diligently against us, have 
done to make your breed magazine the suc- 
cess that I think it is. You may think it 
queer that I should appreciate the battle 
which some breeders have made from the 
start to combat the successful operation of 
the Journal. But, to be absolutely honest, 
{ do appreciate their work, for it is the 
necessity for a clean fight that forces one 
to build upon solid rock. A vast majority 
of those who once were opposed are today 
staunch friends and supporters. Others 
have slipped out the fold, selfish political 
reasons being the obvious cause—they will 
find themselves sooner or later, and the 
sooner the better, for the earlier the day 
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arrives that we, every blessed one of us, 
push in the same direction, heave to in uni- 
son, the sooner will we find that place in 
the beef cattle making sun to which our 
most wonderful Bonnie Blacks are entitled. 
Wonder if that day will not dawn during 
our twenty-first year? It is my sincere 
desire that it shall. 

The advancement of the breed since the 
inception of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
twenty years ago has been marvelous, al- 
most unbelieveable. The progress to be 
made during the next two decades should 
be even greater. It is my fondest hope that 
I shall be with you in an active capacity at 
least that much longer for I predict that 
our association membership will double and 
possibly treble during that period. and with 
this increase of membership comes the antic- 
ipation of increasing the numbers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle in the breeders herds and 
the commercial field proportionately great- 
er. I want to see our beloved breed roam- 
ing the hills of the great west in such num- 
bers that there will be pens of black cattle 
on every market every day of the year, and 
in goodly numbers. This thing can and 
will be done if we as breeders will see well 
to the matter of supplying the proper type, 
quality and individuality in our cattle to the 
new comers, who, are destined to be the 
men and women to carry the banner of the 
future. A program of this sort calls for 
closer culling of both bulls and females than 
we have heretofore been willing to make. 
The thing that may seem a sacrifice today 
is the thing that will insure the future suc- 
cess of the breed. 

Fads and fancies have their day, and 
their place as well. They are good for all 
concerned, for out of every movement will 
come some good. Those who are wise enough 
to profit by these experiences as they come 
cur way—adhering always to the principle 
of requiring strictly top quality and individ- 
uality together with the most approved beef 
type-in an animal that best serves market 
needs—will, after all, be the real sponsors 
of a successful breed. With each succeeding 
crop of calves there should be improvement 
in the essentials requisite to improved beef 
producing individuals. In a word, we are 
traveling that course today and that is the 
reason Aberdeen-Angus cattle are dominat- 
ing the fat stock shows the world over. 
Have a: look at the records in the singles— 
4-H Club calves, Smith-Hughes Club calves. 
Future Farmer Club calves, single steers in 
the open classes, groups of three, five, ten, 
and car load lots at all the leading shows. 
It’s Aberdeen-Angus and their crosses that 
capture the coveted grand championship 
trophies in an overwhelming majority of 
these competitions, to say nothing about the 
almost clean sweep in the carcass competi- 
tions in open classes where all breeds com- 
pete on a commrecial basis. It is well to 
observe that in the latter competitions 
where monies are laid on the first five or 
the first ten in each classification that the 
beautifully marbled, properly balanced car- 
casses in approximately ninety per cent of 
the placings on down the line have worn 
black hides. 

Is it any wonder then that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed should be the fastest growing 
breed of beef cattle in America? This story 
must be told to the world, not once, at the 
time of the shows, but it must be repeated 
every day and to the proper audience—the 
beef cattle producers of America. Especial-

It is doubtful whether a system of breed 
promotion wit. more tar reaching beneticial 
ertects than those afforded through the 
present day channel ot auction sales, has or 
ever will exist. The shows staged at the 
iocal, district, state, national and interna- 
tional exhibitions have an undisputed pres- 
tige through the advantages gained by the 
wonderful displays in these show windows 
of the nation. ‘These occasions afford op- 
portunity for untold thousands to view, and 
many of them for the first time, finished 
products—both breeding cattle and bullocks 
especially prepared for the shows and the 
butcher’s block. These shows are distinctly 
pertinent, necessary in fact, and those tak- 
ing advantage of this system of promoting 
their individual breeding tierds and incident- 
ally the breed as a whole are doing a great 
work for the breed. 

Nevertheless auction sales afford a still 
greater opportunity, especially in the dis- 
semination of breeding cattle into new and 
untried hands. Never yet has there been an 
auction sale but what some unexpected in- 
dividual made his initial purchases—and 
thus another breeding herd has been found- 
ed.

Thirty-five enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and live stock men visited fifteen 
of the Aberdeen-Angus herds of Logan, 
Noble, Kay, Grant, Garfield and Alfalfa 
counties on Wednesday, July 12th. The tour 
itinerary included stups at the farms of new 
breeders with as few as two and breeders 
who have bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle for 
years. C. L. Thompson, Hunter, President 
of the newly formed Northwest Oklahoma 
Aberdeen-Angus _ Breeders’ 
Association, who was host of 
the group at the noon lunch- 
eon, has been breeding Aber- 
deen-Angus for thirty-five 


years. 

In addition to the Aberden- 
Angus breeders, the touring 
party included Dean W. L. 
Blizzard, Stillwater; J. M. 
Ives, Northwest District 
Agent, Stillwater; J. B. 
Hurst, County Agent, Enid; 
J. M. Culbertson, County 
Agent, Perry; James Childers 
and Joe Divine, County Agent 
and Assistant County Agent, 
respectively, of Grant Coun- 
ty; A. R. Jacob, County 
Agent, Cherokee; Curtis 
Floyd, County Agent, Coal- 
gate; and Secretary-Treasur- 
er of the Oklahoma Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Assoc- 
iation; Bruce R. Taylor of 
the animal husbandry depart- 
ment, Stillwater; J. H. John- 
ston, Secretary of the Okla- 
homa Live Stock Growers 
Association; J. O. Roberts of 
the Southwestern Cotton Oil 
Co., Oklahoma City; and . 
Floyd Whisenhunt, Perry, Bryle_ Killian, 
Benton Thomason, Garber, and Hall Comp- 
ton all Vocational Agriculture Teachers. 

The first stop was at the farm of John 
Pfeiffer near Orlando. The Pfeiffers have 
120 cows and almost a 100 per cent calf 
crop sired by two Marshall Heir bulls, a 
Kershaw bull and a son of the Oklahoma A. 
& M. College herd sire Evascus of Page. 
The Pfeiffer girls have been showing steers 
quite successfully at Oklahoma City the last 
few years and they had several prospects in 
the barn at this time. In addition to the 
Orlando Farm, the Pfeiffers run 460 acres 
of the old 101 Ranch near Marland. A good 
group of forty-seven cows and calves were 
seen at this place. Several recent female 
additions from the International Aberdeen- 
Angus Sale and the Kershaw sale looked the 
part of real herd improvers. 

The wonderfully improved farm of Ken- 
neth Kirchner west of Perry has long been 
noted for good American Saddle horses but 
is now to be known as an Aberdeen-Angus 
farm as well. Mr. Kirchner purchased two 
good two year old bred heifers in the Okla- 
homa City Aberdeen-Angus sale last March. 
The heifers were consigned to the sale by 
John Pfeiffer and represent the best blood 
lines of his herd. 

The Grassland Farm of E. I. Blandford 
at Covington was the third stop. The blood 
of this farm’s 1921 International grand 
champion bull Prince Marshall a son of 
Marshall is still the dominant line of breed- 
ing in the select herd of fifty cows. Barban 
2d by Quality Marshall R. 2d is in service at 
this time. A pair of twin bull calves were 
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Dean W. L. Blizzard 


a real attraction at the farm. This herd 
founded in 1908 has followed a _ definite 
breeding program for years. Mr. Blandford 
can quote more Aberdeen-Angus pedigrees 
than anyone the writer has ever had the 
pleasure of meeting. 

George H. Brett and Son, of Ponca City, 
maintain a high quality grade herd near 
Marland. The herd was shown in a wonder- 
ful 2500 acre pasture of knee high bluestem. 
The Bretts have two calf 
crops on the ranch at this 
time. They feed their own 
calves, sell them as feeders 
or occasionally hold them and 
feed them as yearlings. The 
well known herds of Lamer 
of Missouri, Johnson Work- 
man of Kansas, and Fullerton 
and Kershaw of Oklahoma 
are all represented in this 
herd. 

One of the most interesting 
and impressive stops of the 
day was at the well improved 
wheat and live stock farm 
owned by John Kaney south- 
west of Blackwell. Mr. Kaney 
started five years ago with 
two heifers and a bull from 
the S. C. Fullerton & Sons 
herd at Miami. He also be- 
gan using the Aberdeen- 
Angus bull on the red cows 
on the farm and had first 
cross calves now grown to 
cows to show the group as 
well as the calves resulting 
from mating an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull on these first 
cross cows. Mr. Kaney looks 
for a continued siring toward 
the Aberdeen-Angus bull to improve the 
average farm yard type of cow. 

The Schuneman farm long noted for big 
thick beefy Aberdeen-Angus cows that were 
always fat is just northwest of Lamont. The 
herd is now reduced to thirteen head but if 
the four big cows and four heifer calves 
seen at the barn are a sample of the present 
cow herd it would do any cattleman good 
to stop at the Schuneman farm some day 
and look them over. 

C. L. Thompson is another breeder whose 
cows seem to stay fat year in and year out. 
Mr. Thompson has been finishing about 
twenty club calves a year from his fifty 
cow herd. His Blandford bred bull was an 
especially low set soggy kind. The Thomp- 
son herd represents the blood of the Fuller- 
ton, Kershaw, Hollinger, Blandford and 
Barrier herds. 

Through the interest his son gained for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in F.F.A. work Fred 
Johnson, for years a prominent horse and 
mule breeder, has started in the Aberdeen- 
Angus business. This father and son part- 
nership herd was founded with twelve head 
of cows purchased near Garden City, Kan- 
sas, last fall. The cows and a promising 
bull calf, as weil as F.F.A. steer prospects 
are all of Breyfogle breeding. The R. F. 
Breyfogle herd at Garden City has been a 
real source of good steers for junior project 
work for a number of years. 

Henry J. Miller, Enid, has been breeding 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle since 1932. Similar 
to all that he does Mr. Miller is making real 
progress with his Aberdeen-Angus herd. 
From a modest start from the Schuneman 
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and J. A. Long & Son herds, Mr, Miller 
herd has now grown to thirty-two vata 
Blandford bred bull is in service in the herd 
Three year old alfalfa in the barn and long 
ricks of alfalfa forming a windbreak for a 
sizeable corral were guarantee enough that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle will never go hun- 
gry around the well improved and managed 
farm of Henry Miller. Stop and see the 
Millers today, then again next year. Watch 
them grow in the Aberdeen-Angus business 

B. J. Rhodes, Enid, started five years ago 
with 6 head from the Kershaw and J, A 
Long herds. Nine more were added from 
the recent Kershaw sale. Today the 
twenty-five cow herd is headed by a Bland- 
ford bred bull. A really good set of corrals 
and working chutes are a recent improve- 
ment at the Rhodes farm. These corrals 
have been heard of in Ogden and are worth 
seeing. 

Mr. E. B. Weatherby & Son, Enid secured 
three heifers, one cow and a young bull in 
the Kershaw sale last May. They are a real 
start and the cow has dropped the first calf 
for the E. B. Weatherby & Son herd. It 
looks like a good one. 

The J. A. Long & Son herd is a twenty- 
four year old establishment carrying much 
of the breed’s best in blood lines. Mr. Long 
has sold many Oklahoma breeders their first 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and showed success- 
fully at the County Fair for a number of 
years. The herd numbers thirty head of 
breedy, feminine cows of uniform type and 
quality. A Blackcap Marshall 9th bull from 
the Kershaw farm heads the herd. 

Dellis V. and Earl Nelson maintain select 
herds near Goltry. A stop was made at the 
former’s farm where several really good 
thick cows of desirable type were seen. Sev- 
eral club calves are sold from this herd 
each year and usually a good bull or heifer 
is consigned to the annual Aberdeen-Angus 
sale held at Oklahoma City. 

Mr. C. C. Clark & Son of Goltry are en- 
thusiastic about their future with Aberdeen- 
Angus. They started last December by buy- 
ing twenty-seven head of non-registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cows bred in Texas. The) 
are a real herd to see. Thirteen head of 
pure breds were added from the Kershaw 
sale in May. A yearling bull, a grandson of 
Revolution 100th, looked the part of a fu- 
ture herd sire. Mr. Clark has been in the 
implement business for many years but is 
now going to devote his entire time to the 
farm and Aberdeen-Angus cattle. A barn is 
included in this year’s plans for equipping 
the farm, two ath north of Goltry for the 
herd of cattle. 

The tour ended at the Vern Goltry farm, 
northeast of Helena. Mr. Goltry has a nice 
start in the Aberdeen-Angus business with 
about twelve good cows. He has some of 
the old cows that produced the good Aber- 
deen-Angus calves Chas. Vanderwork was 
showing so successfully a few years ago. 

The tour was by no means a complete in- 
spection of Aberdeen-Angus herds in the 
area. Many herds had to be passed because 
of lack of time. It was a start, however, 
and the spirit to go places with Aberdeen- 
Angus in evidence throughout the busy day 
was assurance to the officers of the North- 
west Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association that they were working with an 
active group.

For more than fifty years, Mercer county 
has been the home of more than one herd 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus. The breeders 
have earned well for Mercer county the 
title, “The Aberdeenshire of America. 

When ten years ago, Secretary W. Hz. 
Tomhave suggested forming a county or- 
ganization, few breeders realized the magni- 
tude to which it might grow, or the interest 
which it would create in Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. The organization formed at that 
time has never ceased its operations, has 
promoted sales every year. For several years 
now a spring and a fall sale have been the 
main agency for the disposition of the bet- 
ter cattle from Mercer county’s more than 
one hundred herds. The growth of the as- 
sociation has been due to the confidence of 
the newer breeders that they, too, are able 
to command a fair price for their cattle if 
they but present them in good condition 
and, providing, the blood lines are of a 
popular good producing strain. Moreover, 
this has caused many of the new men to 
build their foundation on the best seed stock 
available. ; 

The average sale finds about twenty-five 
consignors listing cattle and it is not un- 
usual to hear favorable comment on the 
uniformity of the entire sale list. 

The October 5th sale will be the sixteenth 
auction held under the auspices of the Mer- 
cer county association. Despite varying 
conditions in the past ten years, no sale to 
date has failed to sell the entire lot of 
cattle. In the fifteen sales held, a total of 
twelve hundred forty-three head have been 
sold, an average of eighty-three head in 
each auction. An effort has been made in 
every sale to have cattle for every class of 
buyer. For example, in the spring sale this 
year, the top forty-four head averaged 
$350.00 and the lower forty-five averaged 
$170.00. By offering a larger group of 
cattle, we know that buyers will travel a 
longer distance, since they are able to make 
a substantial saving on the freight. 

Mercer county is a T. B. free area. The 
Bangs test is applied prior to every sale and 
animals are therefore ready for immediate 
shipment. 

Mercer county does a large private treaty 
business each year, show steers bred in the 
county making enviable reputations all over 
the state. Most of the bull calves are sold 
for this purpose, as many as one hundred 
forty going to one man. 

For many years, Johnny Mommsen of 
Miles, Iowa, has purchased his calves from 
Mercer County herds. From them he has 
been able to secure many first prize and 
champion loads, including grand champion 
load at the International. 4-H club boys 
and girls have done equally well with their 
Mercer County calves. 

However, the better type bull calves, 
those that are likely to develop into herd 
bulls are retained and fitted for the spring 
or fall sale. 

Mr. McWhorter writes: “Our October 5th 
consignment will be especially attractive, 
both as to individuality and as to the blood 
lines represented in the tabulations.” 

Mercer county breeders welcome you to 
Aledo at all times and especially at the time 
of the sale. Better drop a line to Mr. Hugh 
McWhorter and ask that he place your name 
on his catalog list.

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My Trip to the East 


A Revelation of the Aberdeen-Angus Progress being Made

All winter while I was busy wrestling 
with politics and business in the Iowa 
Senate I was inwardly thinking about the 
trip I was going to make to the East in the 
spring. The question was. “Will the Senate 
be adjourned by the time I plan to leave?” 

Secretary Tomhave had informed me that, 
several Aberdeen-Angus breeders and some 
of the Association officers were expected to 
make this trip and attend both the Maryland 
and New York State sales, and invited me 
to go with them. I also received a letter 
from my friend Kenneth McGregor, of Ada, 
Minnesota, who informed me that he also 
expected to make this trip, so he and I 
agreed that we would make this trip to- 
gether, and the latest we could leave to 
make the Maryland sale was April 27th as 
we had to be at Frederick, May lst. As 
spring wore on and the days got closer to 
April 27th, the more disturbed 1 became, be- 
cause instead of adjourning early, the Sen- 
ate kept grinding on. I was determined that 
I was going to make this trip however, and 
at last to be safe, arranged for unanimous 
consent for my leave of absence from the 
Senate if it had not adjourned by April 27th. 
All my arrangements and all my worrying 
were unnecessary however, because the 
Senate adjourned April 26th and I hurried 
home ready to leave on April 27th as 
planned. 

Early on the morning of April 27th, Ken- 
neth McGregor called me on the phone from 
Cedar Rapids to tell me that he and Way- 
land Hopley from Atlantic, Iowa, were in 
Cedar Rapids and on their way to my farm 
to pick me up and start ior the long prom- 
ised trip to the east. They arrived about 
ten in the morning and we immediately left 
for Chicago. When I tell you that my plans 
and expectations of this wonderful trip were 
great I am not exaggerating, neither am I 
exaggerating when I say that the trip which 
we experienced this beautiful morning of 
April 27th, was away beyond even my ex- 
pectations and was the finest trip I ever 
made or ever expect to make.

Among these we saw both young bulls and 
young heifers that are sure to be prominent 
winners this year. This included the get of 
old Bandolier of Anoka, as well as his good 
breeding son, Black Bardolier, and also 
some extra good young calves by the new 
imported bull, which Mr. Scripps personally 
selected in Scotland. From this fitting barn 
we went to another fine barn and there we 
saw the new imported bull himself. This 
bull is very smooth, short coupled and typy 
with one of the best rear ends I have seen 
on any bull in a long time. He should prove 
to be a real sire. We had planned before 
seeing Sidney Smith that we should leave 
the Scripps’ farm by four o’clock in order 
to get to Edwards Brothers farm at Wat- 
ford, Ontario, that night. However, we 
found it was impossible to see this wonder- 
ful Wildwood rarm of Mr. Scripps’ in so 
short a time. In addition Sidney Smith had 
planned with Mrs. Smith to entertain us in 
his house at dinner that night. The tempta- 
tion was too great and we stayed for din- 
ner and glad I am that we did. Glad not 
only because of the fine hospitality ot the 
Smiths, but glad because it gave us the op- 
portunity to see Mr. Scripps’ castle on the 
farm. This is the finest home I have ever 
seen anywhere and the finest 
made grounds around it that I 
have ever seen or expect to see. 
Here we saw a tremendous 
castle built like one you would 
see in France. They tell me 
there are so many rooms in it 
that some of them Mr. Scripps 
has not yet had time to see, 
and then the grounds.

We left Sidney Smith about 8:00 Dp. m, 
and went as far as Port Huron, Michigan 
where we stayed over night. In the mean. 
time we called Alex. Edwards on the phone 
and said we would be at his place early the 
next morning. What I could not get out of 
my head was how we went through Canada 
in order to go from Michigan to Maryland, 
The only way I could figure it out was to 
look at a map and even then I was not sure 
I had it figured. The fact remained, how- 
ever, that we went almost due east through 
Michigan, crossed into Ontario, kept on go- 
ing due east and landed at Niagara Fails 
N. Y., and then went southeast to land at 
Frederick, Maryland. We arrived at the 
idwards Brothers tarm at Watford, Ontario 
about 8:00 a. m. and we were met by the 
whole Edwards family, and this is another 
place where hospitality abounded. Mr. and 
Mrs. Edwards senior were there, also the 
two daughters and the two sons, Alex. and 
Donald. After meeting the members of the 
Edwards family, we went to the barn to 
look at the cattle. This is a comparatively 
small herd, consisting of around twenty 
breeding cows. Every animal is put in the 
barn every night, and every animal is kept 
up in_ beautiful condition. Old Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page, the bull that made the 
Edwards herd famous, was in a badly crip- 
pled condition the day we were there. Alex. 
did not want us to see him. The old fellow 
died a few days later, a great loss to the 
whole breed. However, we saw sons and 
daughters and grandsons and granddaugh- 
ters of this great old bull that will ca 
on his name in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
After seeing the Edwards cattle we went 
to Dr. Hagmire’s farm about twenty miles 
away. Here we saw a wonderful farm be- 
ing built up, consisting of several thousand 
acres, and the nucleus of a fine Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. We saw several outstanding 
cows that the Doctor had purchased at the 
Congdon & Battles dispersion sale a year 
ago at record prices and they looked fine. 
We also saw the kennel of Beagle hounds 
owned by the Doctor, one of which was 
pointed out, running with a lot of others, for 
which an offer of $2500.00 had been refused. 
He did not look to be worth much to me, 
but he interested me just the same, as 
$2500.00 dogs are not seen every day. We 
returned to the Edwards farm for dinner at 
noon. Here we sat down to a fine family 
farm dinner with Mr. Edwards senior at 
the head of the table and all his family sur- 
rounding the table with us three travelers 
as guests. I can’t tell you all about the 
food, but I do remember the maple syrup, 
drawn from their own trees, the swellest 
syrup I ever tasted. McGregor ate so much 
of this syrup that I was sure he would be 
sick, so I had to keep him company, but all 
was well. To cap the whole syrup deal off, 
Mr. Edwards presented me with a gallon of 
this syrup to take home. I guarded this 
syrup on the whole trip as I was afraid one

One of the last to reach the 
water tank was a cow, that would cause any 
breeder to stop in his tracks. I presently 
asked Mr. Hanna just what cow that might 
be. And when he told me that she was Elba 
2d of Strathmore, a daughter of Revolution 
gist, and the dam of Eventuation of Bordu- 
lac, I was interested as I liked this young 
bull and so really looked her over. The long- 
er I looked at her the better I liked her. In 
thinking about her as an individual, I very 
much doubt that I 
have ever seen a 
better Aberdeen-An- 
gus female, in the 
show ring or out of 
it. I recognize that 
I am “taking in a lot 
of territory’ and 
yet, before question- 
ing too much the 
statement, study the 
amateurish “shot” 
of her taken with 
the Hanna herd of 
cows on pasture as 
it appears on these 
pages. Elba 2d of 
Strathmore is in the 
foreground. She has 
the natural flesh, 
not a highly fitted 
layer of fat, enough 
thickness from front 
to rear, lowset, very 
deep in the quarter and carries a strong 
top and a straight underline. Her head is 
a study of real breed character. Frankly, 
you would have to like her. Few herds can 
boast her equal. In my visits to quite a few 


group of cows, I tried hard to think | 


on pasture that (were I a breeder) I would 
prefer to own. Naturally, there are some 
cows like her, but they are scarce. No, she 
isn’t for sale, Mr. Hanna would set no price 
on her. I wouldn’t either, for she is foun- 
dation material such as is impossible to find 
or to buy. Her breeding record is just as 
interesting. I knew that she was the dam 
of Eventuation of Bordulac, and I went to 
the herd books and found that she has reg- 
istered to her produce record, four calves, 
two bulls and two females. There are many 
other great cows in the herd, cows that if 
offered should and would command top 
prices. In offering 
several of the daugh- 
ters of these great 
producing cows, Mr. 
Hanna is delaying 
his own herd’s 
growth. Better ad- 
vice could not be of- 
fered than a person- 
al invitation to be at 
Fargo and_ inspect 
his consign ment. 
You’ll not be. disap- 
pointed.

August 4th, Friday, was a glorious day, in 
fact, such a day that over two hundred car- 
loads of Missouri and Iowa breeders turned 
out to make one of the largest Missouri 
Breeders’ Picnics ever held.

interested in airplanes as a mode 
portation. They are the por thin , 
for we have been taught that a straight line 
is the shortest distance between two Points, 
and so far as I know a plane is the only 
means of transportation that can travel that 
line. Many miles are chopped from every 
trip of more than a hundred miles and what 
miles are covered are at an average speed 
of nearly a hundred miles an hour, no stop 

lights, no curves, turns or 
crazy drivers with which to 
contend. 


On arriving at Thousand 
Hills we found the masters of 
ceremony already at work en- 
tertaining the crowd, and as 
we walked among the assem- 
blage we saw breeders from 
every part of the state, Grov- 
er Moritz, of Tarkio Farms 
and his son were present and 
another pair from that sec- 
tion of the state who are well 
known at every gathering of 
Aberdeen-Angus fans were 
Mr. O. G. Malkow of Lonjac 
Farm and his manager J. D, 
Hooten. Perhaps it is not 
fair to mention just a few 
from the state but Howard 
county was well represented, 
Scotland county was also in 
attendence with Ward Ben- 
son, Doctor Platter and Jack 
Daggs hailing from that 
locality, there may have been 
others also, but in a crowd of 
six hundred, all breeders, and 
mostly from this one state I 
imagine that every county, or 
nearly so, was represented. 


Missouri is sporting a good 
many Breeders Associations, 
and perhaps it would be wise 
to mention the fact that Mar- 
ion county, Iowa, had several 
representatives present. They 
said that plans had been 
made for several months to 
drive down and see the cattle 
at Thousand Hills, but no 
doubt the basket lunch and 
the chance to meet so many Missouri 
friends and breeders also had a certain 
drawing power for these Iowa boys, espec- 
ially for one Missourian who has long been 
associated among Iowa breeders. This, no 
other than Mr. John Brown, Mrs. Brown and 
daughters of Rose Hill, Iowa.

fore program for the morning hours in- 
cluded a trip to the pastures at ten o’clock 
which was attended by many of the earlier 
arrivals on the grounds, this to inspect the 
breeding cattle, and accompanied by re- 
marks from Professor E. A. Trowbridge, 
University of Missouri. Then back to the 
yards where the professor made a talk on 
“The Kind of Cattle to Fit Our Needs 
which was illustrated by a parade of the 
breeding and show cattle. 

George Pinney, manager of Thousand 
Hills Farm, was slated to make a speech on 
Herd Management, but so close was it to the 
noon hour that his talk was postponed until 
after the basket lunch. Several long tables 
had been placed around the yards in the 
shade and here the visitors spread their 
lunches and proceeded to fill up on_ the 
delicacies prepared by the ladies, and fill up 
they surely did for one fellow had to call 
for the doctor to treat his case of indigest- 
ion. The tent was placed north and south 
just east of the barns, and here the major- 
ity of the people found a place to rest and 
eat their dinners. At the south end of the 
tent a platform had been raised and equipp- 
ed with a loud speaker and microphone with 
a phonograph attachment which was used 
throughout the morning and noon hour to 
produce music for the entertainment of the 
guests. Here the ladies gathered and visit- 
ed and many breeders got together to talk 
over their problems, perhaps it was a popu- 
lar spot not only from the musical standpoint 
but because at the north end of the tent a 
large tank of ice water had been placed for 
the convenience and use of the crowd, for it 
was quite a warm day and the sun did not 
spare those who wanted to hear Mr. Trow- 
bridge’s talk and view the parade of the 
cattle. 

After the dinner Dr. Geo. M. Laughlin 
welcomed his many visitors and gave a 
statement on “Herd Objectives.” His farm, 
like other farms in Missouri and every other 
state is capable of being productive, if 
managed properly, and to simmer his speech 
down into as few words as possible we 
would arrive at this view point entertained 
by the Doctor. In order to properly man- 
age any farm, capable of producing grains 
and roughage, it is necessary to utilize these 
feeds through cattle, turning the feed into 
beef and marketing it on the hoof. Only 
by this method is it possible to build up the 
production of the land, as the marketing of 
grains only detracts much from the soil, 
lowering the productivity of that farm each 
year. 

Following this talk George Pinney gave 
his speech on “Herd Management”, dealing 
with the kind and type of cattle to lay in 
as a foundation and the proper methods to 
follow in caring for these cattle. One thing 
in particular that we always like to call to 
our readers attention is systems of marking 
and identifying cattle, and George is a 
stickler for not only using chains and num- 
Lers, but also having a positive identifica- 
tion by tattooing each animal in the ear. I 
know that George would be more than glad 
to give you any information that you would 
like to have on the methods he uses in 
tattooing, for he has had a lot of experience 
along this line—it is the best method, for it 
eliminates all chances of lost chains and 
mistakes in replacing them. You who have 
had many cattle on pastures and have had 
them come home with three or more cows 
minus their indentifications know that com- 
plete knowledge of every individual is neces- 
sary before attempting to replace the chains.

Commerce, but in his place was a talk on 
the “Missouri Beef Production Contest,” 
this speech was given by Mr. E. S. Matteson 
of the Extension Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment, Columbia, Missouri, who by the way 
was one of several Columbianites present, 
for among these were Mr. and Mrs. John 
Epple of Oakridge Farm, Columbia. Mr. 
Matteson professed to know very little about 
the Beef Production Contest, but managed 
very nicely to hold the attention of the 
crowd with his ideas on such a project and 
what plans had already been made to get 
it among the top show items at the fairs. 

Grover Moritz was the next on the pro- 
gram and as most of you breeders know 
Grover was one of the older breeders in the 
state, closing out his herd and going with 
the Tarkio Experimental Farms about three 
years ago. Here his feeding knowledge has 
stood him in good stead tor he has had 
plenty of opportunity to test his skill on the 
many steers fed at Tarkio Experimental 
Farm with the breeding cattle maintained 
there. His talk was entitled, “Making Top 
Cattle,” and the records of the last three 
years while he has been showing Tarkio 
cattle goes to prove that Grover does know, 
also the fact that he was chosen to judge 
the Missouri State Fair Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeding Classes last year, and that he has 
been judge at this event previously is more 
proof that he not only can fit and show, Lut 
knows the good ones well enough to preside 
over the ring. Grover will not, however, be 
the judge this year, but one of his good 
triends, a man well known around the show 
rings has been selected. This is none other 
than George Porteous, one time manager of 
St. Albans Farms, and now at Far Hills, 
New Jersey, where he is managing the Dun- 
walke herd of Aberdeen-Angus. 

Roy Hustede, Rutledge, Missouri, spoke 
on “Aberdeen-Angus as Commercial Cattle.” 
As we all know that they are undoubtedly 
the best, and that it is impossible to get 
feeder calves to fill the demand, (with 
buyers scouting around the commercial 
herds and even buying calf crops that have 
not yet been produced). These facts only 
go to prove that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
tops from the commercial standpoint. Link 
this demand for feeders with the prices that 
Aberdeen-Angus steers command over other 
breeds and you will know that Mr. Hustede 
did not have to plan his talk to convince 
these Missouri breeders of the advantages 
they had in founding their herds of Blacks. 


Dr. H. E. Curry, State Veterinarian, Jeff- 
erson City, Missouri, gave a nice discussion 
on “Disease Control”, bringing into his talk, 
not only the diseases of cattle, but those or 
other animals and their relationship to cat- 
tle diseases, especially those that can be 
transmitted among different kinds of ani- 
mals. Then too, as Scotland county, the 
next county north of Kirksville, is the larg- 
est sheep producing center in the world, a 
fact not known to many, but which is un- 
doubtedly the truth, Dr. Curry molded his 
talk to bring in control of sheep scabies. 

One point of his discussion that appealed 
to me was the statement that too frequently 
public auctions held in improperly managed 
pavilions all over the mid-west are the spots 
where a great many of the hard to control 
diseases get under way. The fact that 
private herds are restricted, especially those 
herds of good pure bred live stock and that 
these auction barns are allowed to go ahead 
and buy and sell any number of cattle, 
sheep and hogs, with little or no thought 
given to disease control, and that these cat- 
tle bought and sold are allowed to ke placed 
in pastures adjoining herds of pure bred 
cattle so carefully tested and controlled is 
something to which breeders should be giv- 
ing serious thought.

The Aberdeen- : ; 
Angus show will be presented in four di- 
visions, namely, individual classes, carlot 
fat and feeder classes, 4-H club division and 
the division for vocational agriculture stu- 
dents. The total prize money offered for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle is $5,500.00. 

The American Royal annually provides a 
meeting place for the breeders of the east 
and the breeders of the west. The large 
per cent of buyers at recent auction sales of 
Aberdeen-Angus were new breeders and a 
large percentage increase of new members 
has been chalked up by the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association. This 
progress is largely accountable to the in- 
creased promotion Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
have put into their breed. The American 
Royal has long been a media for reflecting 
the progress of Aberdeen-Angus and breed- 
ers have found it to be a show which at- 
tracts many prospective buyers. 

The Kansas City Stock Yards company 
offers a valuable silver trophy to the exhibi- 
tor of the best ten head and also bronze 


plaques to winners of the grand champion 
male and female awards. 
The Carlots. 

The famed American Royal carlot fat cat- 
tle show is particularly attractive to Aber- 
deen-Angus finishers. It is this division of 
the show which has done so much to pub- 
licize “Kansas City steaks.” All cattle go- 
ing through the fat cattle auction sale are 
branded in the carcass with the official Am- 
erican Royal brand. This brand has helped 
to build a distinct demand for American 
Royal beef which in turn has made it pos- 
sible for packers to pay premium prices to 
carlot exhibitors. Besides the fat cattle ex- 
hibit a complete classification is offered to 
exhibitors of carlot feeder cattle. 

Premium list for the 41st annual Ameri- 
can Royal Live Stock Show may be obtained 
from A. M. Paterson, secretary, 200 Live 
Stock Exchange Building, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. The American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association is giving valuable as- 
sistance and cooperation. 


After this talk Secreatary Tomhave of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association was called upon to speak on the 
“Progress Made by Our Breed.” To the 
breeders who have not heard statements on 
the figures of this year’s business it will be 
the time and place to say that last year, 
1938, was the top year of years, but 1939 
has already surpassed the amount of Aber- 
deen-Angus business of a year ago and we 
can only guess as to what this year’s out- 
come will be. 

Considering that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed is the youngest beef breed in America, 
and that it had to win its spurs after Short- 
horns and Herefords had already been in 
existence in this country long enough to 
gain wide favor among breeders all over, 
from the East coast to California, and that 
our breed has been gaining in popularity 
every year since its innovation to this 
country we would guess that our breed has 
only started to grow as it should. 

As Secretary Tomhave and his assistant, 
Bill Barton, the National Fieldman for our 
Association have been advocating, “We will 
never be able to supply enough good bulls 
to fill the demand”, and this can only be 
the truth, for as our breed prospers our 
viewpoint on what constitutes a really good 
herd sire will always be advanced, and bulls 
that will meet the specifications of today 
will not be considered in the future. 

_This idea of mine will probably meet with 
disfavor among many breeders, but we have 
only to look back on the prize winners of 
Just a few years ago to see how our ideals 
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have been changed. Who can say when we 
have reached the peak of perfection? What 
pleases us will not please the coming gener- 
ation of breeders. 

While Mr. Tomhave did not say this in as 
many words I have no doubt but that he will 
endorse this statement, and my only wish 
is that these good discourses given around 
at the many gatherings could be recorded 
and given to our readers verbatum. 

The day is rapidly growing to a close, 
with only one more talk on the schedule, 
that of Lawrence D. Jones, Secretary of the 
Kirksville Chamber of Commerce. This was

the best spontaneous talks that I 
psy bo in a long time, and his words 
were directed to the Missouri breeders and 
had to do mostly with the shifting of the 

opulation of the counties around Kirksville, 
and the serious effects it could have on the 
people remaining on the farms. What was 
needed, thought Mr. Jones, was to place be- 
fore the people the many advantages of the 
farms, and just what industries were at the 
top of the list in and around Kirksville. It 
was Mr. Jones who quoted the figures on 
sheep raising showing Scotland county was 
the largest producer of sheep in the world. 
By this, of course, was meant that Scotland 
county produced more sheep than any other 
county in the world. Mr. Jones worked in 
a little humorous bit on a bull sale suppos- 
edly to have been transacted by Dr. Laugh- 
lin. Perhaps you have heard the story, but 
it goes on to tell about this breeder who had 
ph a bull and then crated him up and sent 
him to the buyer, accompanied by a lengthy 
tetter that gave the story of the bull’s an- 
cestry. The story winds up with the buyer 
returning the letter with the remarks that 
the bull should have been sent in the en- 
velope and the letter in the crate, because 
the letter contained the most bull.

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- Transformation in the Beef Industry 


From Texas Longhorn to Prime Bullock. From East to West 
—and Shall we say Back Again?

The march of time in the beef industry of 
the United States constitutes a thrilling 
chapter in American history. The period 
which marks the transformation of the 
early Spanish Longhorn cattle (the Texas 
Longhorn tribe) to the prime beef bullock 
of today is filled with romance and adven- 
ture—a transformation which has gone hand 
in hand with the development of a nation. 
According to early records, cattle of Span- 
ish extraction were first brought to the New 
World in 1493. Later, in the sixteenth cen- 


fessor Snapp states, “Cattle ranching be- 
came exceedingly popular, and millions of 
dollars were invested in huge cattle com- 
panies by New York and European finan- 
ciers. The lure of the romantic, adventur- 
ous life of the “cowboy” was stronger than 
had been that of the gold diggers of 1849, 
and young men of every degree of birth and 
station, from the East and even from Eng- 
land, went West to help with the “round- 
up.” The East turned more and more to 
manufacturing and commerce, with great 
cities and thickly populat- 
ed industrial centers. Meat 
production on a larger 
scale became necessary in 
order to supply the con- 
sumers. 

With this rapid develop- 
ment and expanse of the 
beef industry, came the 
demand for improvement 
in breeding. Progressive 
breeders ever awake to 
their opportunity, proceed- 
ed to make large importa- 
tions of cattle from Eng- 
land and Scotland. Thus, 
through the years, the 
Spanish Longhorns have 
been replaced by early 
maturing, prime bullocks. 

Beef Production in the 
East—Along with this 
evolution in type, there 
has been a shift in areas 
of beef production. The 
production of beef cattle

tury, other Spanish cattle were brought to 
the shores of southeastern United States. 
Then came the colonists to the shores of 
New England with their oxen from the 
mother country. In this new land, dairying, 
cattle feeding, and hog raising were carried 
on together. However, beef cattle did not 
come into their own until the opening up of 
the broad, fertile prairies of the Ohio Val- 
ley. This expansion to the westward was 
followed by the development of trailing—a 
method of transportation which was attend- 
ed with much difficutly, and more important, 
real danger from robbers and outlaws. 

These changes were not alone, for there 
was the development of marketing. The 
local slaughter house was increasing in size 
and soon we had the birth of the modern 
packing industry, which today is among the 
three largest industries in the United States. 
According to early records, the first Ameri- 
can to give his whole time to the business 
of “packing” was William Pynchon, of 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 

Following closely, in period of time, was 
the development of the railroads and the 
luxury of rail transportation. Even this 
was not enough, for in 1869 meat was first 
transported in a refrigerator car. Such 
developments marked a new era in beef pro- 

uction. 

In the meantime, there was the opening 
up of the western ranges—one of the great- 
est cattle countries that the world has ever 
known. Concerning this development, Pro- 
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was formerly an import- 
ant and highly developed 
industry throughout the 
Northeast. However, the 
opening up of the western 
ranges; the rapid increases in population of 
the East, with the resulting industrializa- 
tion; the division of the eastern farming 
lands into smaller units; and the adoption 
of more intensive systems of farming; 
caused a decline of beef production in the 
Eastern States. With these changes in 
economic conditions, beef production has to 
a large extent been supplanted by dairying. 
With the existence of these favorable con- 
ditions beef cattle cannot compete with 
dairying, particularly on small farms. On 
the other hand, where dairying is not feasi- 
ble because of overproduction and consistent 
low prices for market milk (even confirmed 
dairymen sometimes complain that milk 
prices are low, and that the dairy business 
is overdone), where the distance to market 
is too great, or where labor difficulties 
exist; beef cattle may come into increasing 
importance, although this industry can 
never regain its former magnitude or hold 
the place it does in the West or Middle West. 

Moreover, agricultural conditions are 
again changing. Although the 
Western ranges will always

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remain great grazing territory, many of 
these vast areas are being divided into 
smaller units with former virgin lands be- 
ing placed under cultivation. There has also 
been an extension of fenced holdings. Then 
too, careless range management (including 
over-grazing) has killed out the vegetation 
on many a broad prairie, lessening the 
carrying capacity. With all these economic 
changes, it must be noted that farm lands 
in the middle west are commanding good 
prices, while much land in the east is selling 
at a relatively low price, due to depleted soil 
fertility. 

Thus, many things have changed during 
the past two decades, changes which have 
placed the eastern beef producer in a much 
better position to compete with the west. 

Factors and Economic Conditions Favor- 
able to Beef Production in the Northeast. 

Among the factors and economic condit- 
ions which may be mentioned as favorable 
to keef production in the Northeast are the 
following: 1. Utilization of pasture and 
waste land; 2. Proximity to market; 3. The 
preference for young beef; 4. The prefer- 
ence for beef carrying only a moderate 
amount of fat; 5. Small investment for 
buildings and equipment; 6. The labor prob- 
lem; 7. Dual-purpose production has a place; 
8. Manural value. 

Utilization of Pastures and Waste Land 

Every section of the United States has a 
considerable acreage of rough, waste land 
which is not suited to cultivation. In this 
respect the East is certainly no exception. 
Such areas find three possible uses: namely, 
forest, recreation and pasture. In many 
cases, these areas in New England have 
been unused or abandoned by the dairy in- 
dustry as too isolated from market for the 
production of their perishable products. 
Large areas of this type of land are avail- 
able at reasonable prices, perhaps even 
cheaper than land of similar productivity 
further to the West. 

The beef breeding herd may be maintain- 
ed throughout the year almost entirely on 
pasture, hay, and silage. By producing a 
calf crop, the cow herd can convert rough- 
ages of low market value into beef. Thus, 
these isolated areas which produce pastures 
and roughages may advantageously be util- 
ized for beef production. 

Proximity to Market 

The great consuming centers of the 
United States are in the East. With rela- 
tively high freight rates on live stock and 
animal products shi ma from the West, the

When Fred wrote asking me for an arti- 
cle for the Anniversary number of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal he said “write on 
anything close to your heart.” Well my 
family is the closest to my heart, but a dis- 
cussion of them would not interest Aber- 
deen-Angus readers. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breed and Association activities have second 
place but the breeders hear me discuss those 
topics at the Annual Meeting and through- 
out the year so I turned to 
events. 

An event which has thrill- 
ed and given me a tremen- 
dous amount of satisfaction 
and joy has been the cross 
country tour made by Mer- 
cer, the Grand Champion 
steer of the 1938 Chicago In- 
ternational. He was bred by 
Dr. R. C. Johnston of Aledo, 
Illinois; fitted and exhibited 
by the 4-H Club girl, Irene 
Brown, of Aledo, Illinois; 
purchased by the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Company of 
Akron, Ohio, after winning 
the Grand Championship of 
the show from among 600 


Show, where the steer was on exhibition for 
four days and was one of the major attrac- 
tions, it was estimated that more than 100,- 
000 people saw the steer. 

The original plan included eighty stops, 
beginning with the Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, Farm Show on January 16th to 20th 
and crossing the states of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The advance agent of the Firestone 
Company and their local representa- 
tives always cooperated with other lo- 
cal agencies, such as the county agent, 
local press, commercial clubs, service 
clubs and banks in arranging for and 
staging the program. In most cities 
a street parade, headed by a band, fol- 
lowed by the Mercer Trailer and var- 
ious types of farm machinery was put 
on before the demonstration took 
place. 

At first hall space was  provid- 
ed for holding the meeting, but when 
the crowd assembled it was impossible 
to accommodate the people and out 
door meetings were held. The demon- 
stration consisted of a discussion of 
how the steer, Mercer, was developed. 


hand picked steers from the 
United States and Canada, 
Mercer, as America’s most P 
perfect meat animal, began a glory trip 
more taxing than any other animal on 
record. 

After the purchase of Mercer by Fire- 
stone, a suggestion was made to the repre- 
sentative of their farm service bureau that 
he was too valuable and too outstanding an 
individual to simply be slaughtered and dis- 
posed of as had been the case with all but 
two of the previous Grand Champion steers 
and that he could very valuably be used in 
their farm service work. The Firestone 
people were quick to see the educational 
value of this venture to American Agricul- 
ture. They realized that there were thous- 
ands of 4-H Club boys and girls all over the 
United States who had never had an oppor- 
tunity to see an International Grand Cham- 
pion Steer and consequently arranged to 
take him on a tour of the United States. 


Shortly after this announcement was 
made requests poured in from every sec- 
tion of the United States for the exhibit. 
Letters and telegrams came to your Secre- 
tary from many parts of the United States 
asking him to use his influence to have the 
steer exhibited in their section. There was 
such a demand for the steer that the success 
of the venture was assured even before the 
plans and outline of the tour had been com- 
pleted. A rubber tired trailer, modeled 
after a modern stock barn, complete with 
ventilators, feed bins and the latest sanitary 
devices was built and fully equipped to 
carry the steer. Loud speakers were a part 
of the demonstration equipment. Rank For- 
bes, a prominent live stock man known to 
many Aberdeen-Angus breeders, and Raus 
Brown, a brother of Irene, were put in 
charge of Mercer. The Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Company, working through their lo- 
cal representatives and with an advanced 
press agent gave the demonstration wide 
publicity. The attendance far exceeded ex- 
pectations, varying from 2000 to 10,000 peo- 
ple at the daily scheduled stops. At the 
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Sec. W. H. Tomhave 


Mr. Forbes very ably called attention 
to the fact that the steer came from 
a good herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
backed by good breeding and that feed and 
care developed the champion. Mercer was 
used in all these demonstrations to illus- 
trate the correct beef type. Mr. Forbes in 
discussing the merits of Mercer called at- 
tention to his compact, rectangular form, 
how his short legs are well set under the 
four corners of the body, how Mercer car- 
ried his thickness of smooth, uniform flesh 
over all parts of the body and that his 
greatest thickness was over the ribs, loin 
and hind quarters or in the regions of valu- 
able cuts. No beef animal could have been 
better suited for such a demonstration of 
beef type than Mercer. These demonstra- 
tions were attended in many cases by organ- 
ized groups, such as Vocational schools, 4-H 
Clubs or agricultural college students. In 
practically every case where a demonstra: 
tion was held in a city in which the state 
agricultural college was located, Mercer was 
taken to the College Judging Pavilion where 
ar. additional demonstration was put on for 
the benefit of the college students. Tons of 
literature entitled “The Story of Mercer, 
Grand Champion Steer of the 1938 Interna- 
tional Live Stock Exposition” were circu- 
lated by Firestone empolyees. This liter- 
ature was doubtless read by additional thous- 
ands who could not attend the meetings. 


Many people, of course not Aberdeen-An- 
gus men, wondered if Mercer could stand 
the trip. It has been the greatest demon- 
stration of hardiness that any animal ever 
made. No animal in so high a condition 
has ever been subjected to so much travel 
er has been in a box car, over smooth rails, 
but has been riding in a trailer with every 
depression in the road vibrating this car. 
He has never shown the slightest bit of 
stiffness or discomfort. In correspondence 
with Mr. Forbes, he says: “Mercer is kept 
in his trailer stall almost all the time ex- 
cept while being shown. We always plan 
to park the outfit in some shady place 
where there is also a breeze blowing. Never 
do we permit people to bother him, and 


when he wants to lie down, if it j : 
in the midst of my talk about — night 
which time I have to have him on his Pee 
. .. we allow him to do so, and never do : 
arouse him until he has had a reasonable 
rest. He is fed three times a day getting 
about what he will clean up with relish 
Water is kept before him at all times, 4 
is exercised morning and night, a wk 
along soft roads or streets, if possible, of 
about a mile each time. 1 have forgotten 
whether I mentioned it in my former lette; 
tc you, but I had his rations changed just 
before we left Akron on May 29th, at which 
time he was slipping considerably. He 
weighed just 1165 on May 29th. On July 
6th, just thirty-eight days on the new rq. 
tion, on the college scales at College Sta- 
tion, Texas, he weighed 1276 without a filj, 
I have never seen an animal respond more 
quickly.” 

Your Secretary has seen Mercer twice 
during his glory march. One change is yo- 
ticeable in Mercer. He is getting bigger 
and putting on more weight, but is not be- 
coming patchy or losing his bloom. He is 
demonstrating more conclusively what Black 
Prince and Clear Lake Jute so clearly dem- 
onstrated years ago, that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed can retain their bloom for a long. 
er period than any other breed. You all 
remember that Black Prince at the old Lake 
Front Show in Chicago won the sweep- 
stake prize as the best three year old. He 
was sent to the Kansas City Show in 1884 
tor exhibition purposes only, because of age 
limit and was slaughtered after the Chicago 
Show of that year, dressing 71%. Clear 
Lake Jute was the Reserve Grand Cham- 
pion at Chicago in 1903 as a two year old 
and came back in 1904 at_ thirty-eight 
months of age and won the Grand Chanm- 
pionship. He was the heaviest Grand Cham- 
pion ever shown at the International. 

Mercer has been pinched and poked by 
hundreds of people, jolted along highways 
for 15,000 miles, has traveled at irregular 
hours, has been overturned once on icy roads 
and subjected to all kinds of temperatures 
from below zero to 103 in the shade. He 
has also been subjected to a constant change 
of water. In spite of all these irregulari- 
ties he is hale and hearty and contentedly 
rides along. He has made the greatest 
demonstration of docility through all this. 

Long before this initial tour was complet- 
ed at the end of May, at which time he was 
to be taken for exhibition to the New York 
World’s Fair, it became evident from the 
great interest in Mercer shown through at- 
tendance and requests that an extension to 
the tour should be considered. Your Secre- 
tary was again asked for suggestions on an 
itinerary. 

After a couple weeks rest, Mercer started 
his second trek on May 31st with an ex- 
hibit in southern Indiana, followed by three 
stops in Kentucky, three in Tennessee, three 
in Mississippi, two in Arkansas, two in Ok- 
lahoma, thirteen in Texas, five in Louisiana, 
two in Alabama, two in Georgia and one in 
each of the following states, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, Virginia and Mary- 
land. Stops were made in twenty-six states, 
ending his tour at the New York World's 
Fair on August 7th where the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Company held a national 
meeting to which super-farmers of their

Southwestern Wisconsin has 
jong been noted for its great blue grass and 
the Mineral Point grass fed cattle were 
among the top selling cattle on the Chicago 
market for years. : ~ 

We are proud of our state and its ability 
to produce good crops of clover, alfalfa, corn 
pes grains and with these good crops there 
is no reason why it is not adapted just as 
well to producing beef cattle as it is to the 
dairy industry. Despite the fact that we have 
always been recognized as a great dairy state 
it is noticeable that the breeders are getting 
more and more beef minded again and you 
will find a good many herds of all three of 
the major beef breeds scattered over the 
state. As the cattle industry stands today 
you will find that Wisconsin stands at 
about third position as a dairy producer and 
is drifting steadily toward producing beef 
and especially toward Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. ; 

There are a good many new herds being 
founded year by year all over the state and 
these are founded on very carefully selected 
cattle. Probably a little notice of the bulls 
being used on these herds will not be out of 
line, for you will find that the blood of the 
greatest breeding bulls flows very freely in 
the herd Lulls of Wisconsin. You will notice 
too, that the same breeding as the best 
cattle sold this year has Leen used in the 
herds here and that all the top families of 
the breed are represented in our breeding 
plants. This coupled with the good grasses 
and grains of the state is proof that good 
Aberdeen-Angus can be produced here for it 
is a long settled fact that Aberdeen-Angus 
adaptability to different localities is beyond 
question. 

We are squarely behind our Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle up here in Wisconsin and I 
think the aim of the breeders is to produce 
the best cattle possible, but if there are 
better to be had they will try and procure at 
least a share of them.

A Winning Carload of 4-H Club Steers from Garrard County at the Louisville Fat Stock Show, Louisville, Ky. 


Before mentioning the record itself, let’s 
state a few of the facts about the Louisville 
Fat Stock Show, Kentucky’s greatest Fat 
Stock event. First, if our readers are of 
the opinion that I was before having visited 
this exposition, I know that there is need 
for an explanation. I went to Louisville, 
expecting to see some four or five hundred 
fat cattle, mostly 4-H Club steers. I hoped 
there would be a good Aberdeen-Angus rep- 
resentation. I had seen a few of the black 
steers to be showed and knew that to beat 
one certain steer, (“Quish” bred by J. H. 
Quisenberry and fitted and showed by Jack 
White of Pine Grove) the opposition would 
have to locate an outstanding animal. 

Louisville is a large show of fat cattle. 
In 1937 I saw more than 2000 steers, fully 
90% of them must have been black, and the 
percentage of winners was even greater 
than their proportionate numbers would 
tend to indicate. 

Aberdeen-Angus won the car load, the 
singles, the group of five and all other 
events where there was any inter-breed 
competition. 

Louisville has three sections, 4-H Club, 
Future Farmer and Adult classes. Each has 
its champion, and the champions meet for 
the grand championship. 

The interest in this show, by the breeders 
is far greater than we had expected. They 
all attend, watch the judging and each has 
in competition one or two calves that he has 
bred. The competition between counties in 
the Future Farmer and 4-H Club groups has 
had the effect of stimulating the best ef- 


forts of each club member, and steers come 
nicely fitted and are expertly exhibited. A 
few of us may think that these boys and 
girls don’t look for the good calves, but ask 
a few of the breeders, who have been sup- 
plying the greatest number of the calves, 
how “choosy” the 4-H and Future Farmer 
members can be. 

Of all the 4-H Club counties, Garrard 
county has made the most creditable record. 
This is due to several reasons, and one of 
the foremost of them is the efforts that 
have been expended by Mr. B. W. Forten- 
berry, Garrard county agent. Regular tours 
are held, throughout the summer, inspecting 
the steers, noting the progress, and helping 
the boys and girls keep their calves in as 
good condition as is possible. We have ask- 
ed Mr. Fortenberry to give us the “low 
down” on the Garrard County 4-H Club 
Baby Beef Project. Mr. Fortenberry’s re- 
marks follow: 

“Of all the projects carried on by the 4-H 
Club members of Garrard county that of 
Baby Beef Production has won more acclaim 
than any other. The Baby Beef Project was 
organized in Garrard county in 1923 and it 
has made commendable progress throughout 
the sixteen years of its existence. The en- 
rollment in this project annually has ranged 
from twenty-one to seventy-three members, 
and the number of calves fed out has varied 
from thirty-eight to one hundred sixty per 
year. During the past sixteen years 455 of 
our boys and girls have fed out more than 
1100 calves. In this period Garrard county 
has won the grand championship carload

thirteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, twenty. 
seventh, thirty-second and thirty-third; in 
1937 first, third, fourth, sixth, seventh 
ninth, tenth, thirteenth, thirty-third, thirty. 
seventh, forty-third and fifty-fourth; in 
1938, second, fourth, fifth, sixth, eighth, 
ninth, sixteenth, seventeenth, twentieth, 
twenty-sixth, thirty-second,  thirty-third 
and thirty-seventh. When the project was 
first organized practically all the members 
purchased their calves from breeders of pure 
bred cattle. We have been encouraging the 
boys and girls to raise their own calves and 
today there are more than fifteen pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus herds in the county that 
were started as a result of this work. 

“All the winnings mentioned above in the 
breeders ring have been won by calves pro- 
duced from these fifteen herds in Garrard 
county. This year one-third of the calves 
fed by 4-H Club members in Garrard county 
were bred by the boys and girls. 

“In November, 1938, the success of Gar- 
rard county, Kentucky 4-H Club members 
with their baby beef production program 
was singled out by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture as an example for 
Club members throughout the country.” 


The foregoing statements contain a lot of 
real meat, and in repeating a few of the 
figures, we do so to especially emphasize 
the extent of Garrard county’s 4-H Club 
activity. The project has been going on for 
sixteen years. That shows a definite pur- 
pose of improving the live stock in Ken- 
tucky over a period of years. Just what 
has the 4-H Club been able to accomplish 
in Garrard county’s live stock program? | 
am inclined to think that it has been a fact- 
or in improving the breeding herds. For 
4-H Clubbers are insistent on getting good 
calves. They demand the best, and breed- 
ers must improve to keep up with the trend 
to better type and quality, or they lose out 
to the youngsters. How many herds of pure 
bred breeding cattle have been established 
as a result of 4-H Club activities I don’t 
know. However, the fact that thirty-three 
per cent of the calves on feed this year in 
Garrard county 4-H club projects, were bred 
by the 4-H Club boys and girls must be 
proof that new herds are always being start- 
ed through this particular agency.

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The Tops are in “Utretnia

In answering that question, we must state 
a definite yes. For, so much of the better 
kind of breeding stock has gone to Virginia 
in the past few years, so many of the 
breed’s better bulls have been placed in ser- 
vice in Virginia herds that Virginia should 
be in a position to offer as choicely bred, 
good individuals as any one other state in 
the country. 

We mean seed stock from which a breeder 
may expect to build a herd of breeding 
cattle that will produce calves equal in in- 
dividuality or better than his original herd. 
That naturally means that the breeder pur- 
chasing choice females on which to build, 
must be most careful in his selection of a 
herd sire. Has Virginia, as a state been 
particular about the kind of females they 
have selected for their foundation herds? 
Have they, the breeders, been careful in 
their selection of a herd sire to mate to 
these foundation cows? Only by mention- 
ing a few of the herds, about which we feel 
that we have some idea as to the original 
cows, the additions and the herd sires in 
service, can we best answer these questions, 
and the answer to them will determine 
whether or not we are justified in our af- 
firmative answer to the question, “Can Vir- 
ginia Herds Offer Good Seed Stock Today?” 

In starting to answer the questions by 
way of mentioning different herds, let us 
state, first that it is with no intent to adver- 
tise one breeder’s herd nor to omit another’s 
that we either bring to the fore ground the 
herd of one or fail to mention that of an- 
other. The purpose is to show in a general 
way what Virginia as a state, through its 
different herds are likely to be able to offer 
in the way of choice foundation breeding 
cattle. 

Virginia has been a natural cattle country 
for many years. It is stated that some time 


back, British packers visited southwestern 
Virginia annually, purchased on the differ- 
ent farms, pasture fat cattle, exported them 
to Great Britain where they were dressed 
ont sold through the regular market chan- 
nels. 


Virginia is today a natural cattle country. 
There is much land that is excellent for 
grazing, that would be of little value for 
grain crops. The pasture season is compar- 
atively long. The hills and the valleys with 
many streams afford a “cattlemen’s para- 
dise”, for pasture with running streams can- 
not be found everywhere. 


But to get pack to our story. Let’s con- 
sider first the herd of Mr. William Bell 
Watkins, at Berryville. Mr. Watkins’ farm 
is named Annefield. Just a few years back, 
we had never heard of him, never knew that 
he was interested in live stock, and didn’t 
have any idea that he was Aberdeen-Angus 
minded. However, he was live stock mind- 
ed, had been in the business of breeding race 
horses for many years. In fact, the farm 
where he now breeds Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
was purchased because of the high limestone 
content on the land. We recall one of Mr. 
Watkins’ trips to the middle west. At the 
time he selected many outstanding breeding 
females. He was diligent in his search for 
type, for quality and for blood lines that 
had been producing good cattle for years. 
Later the same year, we noticed Mr. Wat- 
kins at the International sale. I believe he 
purchased but two head, both heifers. One 
was Anoka Barbara, junior champion at the 
1936 International. She was out of Bar- 
bara M. of Anoka, another junior champion 
at the same show.

don & Battles herd; and Double Bar q 
grandson of Revolution 100th, purchased in 
Mercer county, and to our mind one of the 
best young bulls ever offered at auction in 
“The Aberdeenshire of America”. 


East a short ways is Highlands, located at 
Round Hill, Virginia. Highlands is manag- 
ed by Sam O’Sullivan, and the foundation 
that he is getting together is one that 
should be another factor in the improve- 
ment in Virginia’s herds. Mr. O’Sullivan 
is quite partial to Blackcap Revolution and 
Earl Marshall strains, and well he may be. 
Many of the foundation females came from 
the herd of Wayland Hopley at Atlantic, 
Iowa. A number are daughters of Quality 
Marshall 3d, Sesquicentennial junior cham- 
pion. The herd bull in service is Blackcap 
General of Ada, a son of General of Ada 
and out of Blackcap Bess Glencarnock. This 
young herd sire looks better each time | 
have seen him and should produce some 
great calves at this farm. Quite recently, 
twenty more females, bred along the same 
lines were selected from Wayland Hopley 
Farms, so that today Highlands has the 
foundation for more than fifty calves a 
year. 

Heading eastward again we can reach 
Amandale, located just two miles west of 
Upperville on a heavily traveled highway. 
Adjoining the highway is a pasture, in 
which Mr. Thomas C. Holliday, owner of 
Amandale, usually has some very select cows 
and heifers. Amandale is another new herd, 
founded but a year or two ago. At recent 
Maryland and Virginia sales, Amandale’s 
owners have been most “choosy” and have 
bought the ones they wanted. Blackmere 
195th, a son of Eileenmere 61st, (one of the 
great breeding sons of Kileenmere 32d) and 
out of a daughter of Oakville Quiet Lad, 
heads this herd. Assisting this bull is 
Queenmere 314th 542153, sired by Kileen- 
mere 61st and out of Queen of Rosemere 
121st, a splendid daughter of Prizemere 32d 
that the Hollidays purchased one “cool 
afternoon” at the Congdon & Battles dis- 
persion. We have reason to believe that 
Amandale will produce some very good 
breeding stock, seed stock that will reflect 
credit to the judgment of their early pur- 
chases, and that where sold will produce 
favorably.

Warrenton has quite a few outstanding 
herds, including the largest herd of register- 
ed cattle in the state, that of Canterbury 
Farms. We know that some four hundred 
calves were expected this spring and sum- 
mer, most of which are from the registered 
herd. Canterbury is owned by Colonel A. 
E. Peirce and managed by Mr. L. L. Little 
with considerable help being given by Colo- 
nel Peiree’s son, “Jimmy”, a young chap 
with some rather good ideas about a breed- 
ing herd of cattle.

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A Tennessee Trip

The old urge to see what happens after a year or two caused 
a rather quick run into Tennessee late in the month of July. Just 
what had happened? Well, in building a herd, in making splendid 
additions, and in seeing calves developed, we should state “plenty”, 
and mean just that. 

Possibly, we are getting indolent, and possibly just decided that 
we could save two days time and still accomplish the same purpose, 
but we hopped a train, no it wasn’t a freight, but a first class 
Southern for Chattanooga, and thence to Cleveland where we were 
met by Mr. Joe Keefauver, manager of Hardwick Farms, located 
just a few miles north and east of Cleveland on U. S. Route No. 11. 
On our way to the farm, (at 7:10 a. m.) we met Mr. Hardwick com- 
ing into Cleveland to attend to 
some business, and after a few 
minutes passed in greeting, he 
advised that he would be out 
at ten-thirty and would meet 
us and see some of the cattle. 

Joe and I went on to the 
farm, and started to travel the 
pastures. One of the first 
sights was the group of steers 
on feed. Most of them are Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and quite a few 
are choice steers. No, they 
aren’t good enough to win at 
Chicago, neither Mr. Keefauv- 
er or Mr. Hardwick have any 
intentions of showing them 
there, but they will be exhibit- 
ed at Baltimore, and should 
look very good at that show, 
which lacks both the finish and 
the numbers seen at the Inter- 
national. 

From the steer yard we 
went to a pasture and immed- 
iately, a few cows took my fancy. Joe wasn’t very backward about 
telling me that this one was Queen of Rosemere 246th, one of the 
top daughters of Prizemere 32d in the Congdon & Battles disper- 
sion. In the same group were others of that very select group 
secured by Mr. Hardwick at the same time, among them, Barbara 
of Rosemere 148th, also by Prizemere 32d, Queen of Rosemere 
114th, Pride of Rosemere 516th and others of the same calibre. 
That was but a starter, for we went to another pasture, saw some 
more of the same thick meated kind of cows, among them a few 
with great calves at side.

Then a few heifers, also 
sired by Prizemere 364th were let out and they were given a quite 
thorough inspection. When we finished, all were brought out to- 
gether and we saw the Hardwick Farms “get of sire” and no mat- 
ter in what show they may be entered, they would offer a good 
measure of tough competition. I should have liked to stay a day 
or two or rather a week or two at Hardwick Farms. For I have 
yet to see any one Aberdeen-Angus breeder’s farm or any other 
breeder’s farm that has as much natural beauty, that has been de- 
veloped without taking away that with which nature endowed as 
is the case at Hardwick Farms.

There were two other 
full brothers of this bull in the barns, all of the same type, and deep 
bodied enough with plenty of thickness. One thing especially pleasing 
was the masculinity of these bulls, good heads and beautiful crests. 
However, among the show cattle was one two year old heifer, Ettar 
14th of French Broad. I am inclined to think that she was the best 
individual in the barn. She too, was a daughter of Batunian 4th of 
French Broad, and her dam was a daughter of this same bull. In look- 
ing her over, we think that she has about as much good type as any 
female needs, her head is set nicely on a short neck, and its a pleasing 
head, her throat line clean and a great thickness from front to quar- 
ter. Especially pleasing is the straight lines, both top and bottom, 
smooth over the tail head and deep in the quarter. I doubt if any one 
would fault her in the flank, nor in the fullness of her heart. If a 
breeder owned ten or twenty like her and found a herd sire good 
enough to breed to them, his would be an assured success. Mr. W. 
Alan McGregor of Andelot Stock Farms at Worton, Maryland, judged 
the breeding cattle at the Tampa Show last January, and selected this 
heifer as his grand champion female. More, in telling of his trip and 
his judging at a meeting held in Maryland at Chartley Farm, he made 
the statement that this heifer (Ettar 14th of French Broad) had a 
freshness that could not be turned down in a breeding animal. Today 
there is nothing “burned out” about her, and she may be paraded into 
seme arena this fall and defeat some of the “favorites”. We think 
she is an outstanding heifer, and hope that she will be exhibited in 
one or more of the major shows this fall. Win or lose, she will give 
a grand account of herself and will afford French Broad much favor- 
able comment. 

We also saw Blackbird Lass 8th of French Broad, a cow that has 
produced some good calves and one that seems to hold the same good 
thickness that made her a fine show animal. 

French Broad seems to be on the way, the calves look better, the 
bulls are decidedly an improvement over the ones I saw there a few 
years ago, and we think that the younger Mr. Huggins is headed for 
success such as was that of Dr. J. I. Huggins during the days when 
he showed Perinthian and other choicely bred winning cattle. 

There likely has been many times when the barns at French Broad 
were filled with show cattle, that would step into the hottest competi- 
tion in the major shows and give a more satisfactory account of them- 
selves than the present show herd will do. But, we note with pleasure 
that the show cattle to be exhibited this fall by the Dandridge, Ten- 
nessee, firm are of better quality than was the case two years ago. 
In the string are certain individuals that will cause some of the boys 
to worry, a few that may rightfully stand at the top. There was a 
pair of calves that seemed to be doing very well, and though they could

bottom of the class, will be rather fast company for any show 
herd, that we see, whether we travel north or south, east or west. 

In the barn was a group of younger bulls, many of them 
ready for heavy service. Some of these were purchased for the 
trade, most of them have been bred and developed at French 
Broad Farms. There are (or were when I was there) ten of 
these young bulls. A special price will be made on them to the 
range man who can use the entire lot. They are not fitted for 
show, but are in a good thrifty growing condition, have been 
handled carefully and are well worth the time to go see. After 
all, why not pay a visit to French Broad and see the show herd, 
the breeding herd and the pastures along the French Broad 
River. If you have the time, I know that Dr. Huggins will spend 
hours with you discussing Aberdeen-Angus, as of yesterday, to- 
day and tomorrow. 

Plans are going ahead for a spring sale at French Broad. 
About fifty head will be offered, including young bulls, tried 
sires, bred and open heifers and a nice group of cows.

In other words, does promotion as con- 
cerns Aberdeen-Angus cattle pay a direct 
profit to the breeders? tias a breeders 
Show any actual promotional value? wo 
tours of the state, visiting the different 
herds, arouse enthusiasm and result in any 
new breeders? Does the annuai sale prove 
cf good promotional value? Wo outstanding 
purchases promote the business of the breed- 
er and his cr her associates? 

All of these different kinds of promotion- 
al methods have been used in recent years 
in Maryland. The answer must necessarily 
be in the affirmative, for few states have 
enjoyed a more sound and rapid growth 
than has Maryland. Naturally, this growth 
is not something that just happened. 1 here 
must always be a force to propel an op- 
ject. In Maryland the force has been a 
combination of ideas, practically considered, 
effort properly expended and men and 
women interested unselfishly to best pro- 
mote the interests of all. Just what has 
been the result to the individual breeders 
themselves is a question that musi also 
be answered favorably, for promotion such 
as has been done in Maryland cannot help 
but react to the benefit of each individual 
breeder, in sales of breeding cattle at priv- 
ate treaty, in an increasing demand for 
bulls, for breeding females, for steers, fin- 
ished or feeders. 

Let’s consider the annual sale, first. It 
is the event on the calendar of every Mary- 
land breeder that looms the largest. it is 
given the most publicity, (for which, we are 
thankful) both before the sale and after it 
has become history. The first sale was held 
many years back, that is as concerns Mary- 
land’s Aberdeen-Angus history. But the 
sale to which we shall refer as the first 
annual event is the 1936 sale at Frederick. 
Both Maryland and Virginia were at that 
time unable to secure enough well bred fit- 
ted cattle to separately sponsor a sale. So 
they joined forces, shared expenses, and to- 
gether enjoyed the satisfactory results that 
were made. This sale was held on the fair 
grounds of Frederick County adjoining that 
city. There was much concern over the out- 
come of a sale, and breeders were for the 
most part hesitant in consigning cattle. The 
results of that first sale, to quote from the 
report found in the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal “was a decided success in every way. 
There was a splendid distribution, cattle go- 
ing to buyers from the states of Maryland, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia. Several new herds were started 
from selections made in this sale. There 


on 


was a keen demand for the cattle offered 
and they went to nineteen different buyers.” 
The entire consignment of forty-two head 
averaged $213.82, and in 1936 that was 
higher by a lot than the prevailing prices. 

The fall of 1936 found Maryland and Vir- 
ginia breeders sponsoring through their re- 
spective state organizations another sale. 
This was held at Warrenton, Virginia. 
Again new herds were started, again a 
splendid average resulted, for this event 
averaged on fifty-two head $208.00. Just 
what does a demand, created and stimulated 
de to the prevailing prices. Like any other 
business, demand determines price, and the 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle has 
shown a steady increase. But, what makes 
demand? We think that the many phases 
of promotion must result in an increased 
demand for breeding cattle. 

Our first personal connection with a 
Maryland sale occurred in 1937, when the 
sale was again held at Frederick. Forty- 
three head were offered and the resulting 
average made was $292.32, a considerable 
increase over the previous year. How many 
herds were started and how many prospects

were present, we do not know. We do know 
that the demand was very good, that more 
cattle could easily have been sold at com- 
paratively good prices. And we are cer- 
tain that after the sale itself, many a man 
present, was anxious to get a few cattle, 
and that breeders were able to make private 
treaty sales at higher prices. And sales of 
breeding cattle at consistently good prices 
makes for profit to the breeders, and that’s 


The 1937 Fall sale held again at Warren- 
ton and sponsored by the Virginia and 
Maryland breeders, added more new breed- 
ers, created more enthusiasm, and stimulat- 
ed more breed activity. The results were 
equally satisfactory as the sale averaged 
more than $250.00. 

In the spring of 1938, Maryland breeders 
and Virginia breeders decided to hold sep- 
arate sales, leaving the May date for Mary- 
land breeders, and Virginia to hold their 
association sale in October. 

The success of previous sales was a de- 
cided factor in getting good cattle, and yet 
breeders were not too anxious to consign 
their young stock, for they were still build- 
ing their own herds and their private treaty 
demand was good. However, a satisfactory 
consignment was put together and sold at 
Frederick on May 2d. Out-of-state buyers 
were present, and cattle were distributed at 
a very good, level price. 

Maryland breeders began early in 1939 to 
plan for the spring sale. The cattle were 
well selected, and were presented at their 
best. More type, better breeding and finer

fitting characterized the entire offering 
The results were most gratifying to the 
breeders who consigned and to the average 
breeder throughout the nation. For this 
sale made an average that was bettered only 
by the Tolan sale on June 19th, an event 
which even J. Garrett Tolan could not hope 
to duplicate annually. Maryland cattle in 
the ’389 sale averaged almost $350.00 and 
when we considered that the entire offer 
ing is made up of young cattle, where the

In most any month of the year, one or 
more new herds are established. The past 
few years have seen Aberdeen-Angus herds 
increasing at a tremendous rate. Especi- 
ally is this true in the east, and more re- 
cently in the southwest. 

One of more recent herds to be estab- 
lished in Dutchess county, New York, is 
Ankony Farm.

Another bull, sire of 
some of the Ankony Farm’s new females, 
Briarcliff Barbarian 8th, is also pictured 
on this page. He was by Briarcliff Pedro 
and out of a daughter of Black Marshall 
11th, the International grand champion bull 
in 1924. Barbara’s Ensign, has been for 
some time a leading sire at Briarcliff and 
his “get” is highly regarded both in the 
show ring and in the breeding herd.

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According to Mr. W. G. Hutton, Industrial 
Agent, Maine Central Railroad, “the cost of 
transporting a feeder steer from Denver, 
Colorado to Kansas City, Missouri, (the 
greatest feeder cattle market in the United 
States) is 41c per hundred. The cost of 
transporting a fat steer from Kansas City 
to Chicago (the greatest fat cattle market 
in the United States) is 35%c per hundred. 
Then the cost of transporting dressed beef 
from Chicago to Boston is 88¢c per hundred.” 
In actual beef production, this story might 
be pictured as follows: 

Assuming that the feeder steer weighed 
500 pounds when shipped from Denver to 
Kansas City, that the same steer was fat- 
tened in a feed lot near Kansas City, and 
then shipped to Chicago weighing 1,100 
pounds, that he dressed out 60% in a Chi- 
cago packing house, producing a 660 pound 
carcass which was shipped in a refrigerator 
car to Boston. The total transportation 
cost on this steer from the Western range 
producer near Denver to the Eastern con- 
sumer in Boston is $11.44. 

Thus the saving in transportation costs 
places the eastern producer 
in a very favorable position. 
No wonder the _ slaughter 
house in the East can afford 
to pay a premium for his 
product. Furthermore, he 
has the added advantage of

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less shrinkage on his cattle because of the 
shorter time they are enroute to market. 
The Preference for Young Beef 

Formerly the bulk of the cattle which 
went to the market were 5 and 6 years old, 
but now the consuming public is demanding 
younger animals and paying a premium for 
baby beef—fancy, young animals weighing 
700 to 1,100 pounds. Here again the change 
in the demand is favorable to the eastern 
producer. Young gains are cheap gains. 

The Preference for Beef Carrying Only a 

Moderate Amount of Fat. 

In addition to demanding younger beef, 
the consuming public of today has develop- 
ed a decided preference for beef carrying 
only a moderate amount of fat. Younger 
beef contains less connective tissue and is 
more juicy; whereas meat from older beef is 
strong and tough, requiring generous de- 
posits of fat in and around the muscle 
tissues in order to insure a tender and palat- 
able dish. With this change to younger ani- 
mals, and animals that have not been made 
“mud fat’, the corn belt has lost some of its 
early advantage in beef production.

The Labor Problem 

If there is not sufficient labor on the 
farm to utilize the whole farm as a dairy 
proposition, some beef cattle may be fitted 
into the farm program. In this way, one 
man can handle more animals and thus 
make use of more land. 

Of the labor required for beef cattle, the 
larger part is needed during the winter and 
early spring—times when there is no de- 
mand for it in the field. Thus, beef cattle 
tend to give a better distribution of labor— 
including both man and horse labor. 

Then too, many farms in the East are 
operated by absentee landlords, who can- 
not pay daily visits to supervise the farming 
operations.

droppings are placed back on the land mini- 
mizing the usual losses; namely, (1) loss 
of nitrogen by fermentation, (2) loss by 
leaching, and (3) loss of urine. So 

The proportion of the total fertilizing 
constitutents supplied in the feed which are 
recovered in the manure varies with the 
age and kind of animal. Professor Morri- 
son states that “considering the proportion 
of the various classes and ages of animals 
on the average general farm, probably about 
80 per cent of the fertilizing value of the 
feed is excreted in the feces and urine. On 
dairy farms, where most of the animals are 
in milk, the percentage will be somewhat 
lower.” The lower value in the case of dairy 
cows is due to the richness of milk—especi- 
ally in nitrogen and phosphorus. _ 

Thus many factors and economic con- 
ditions are favorable to beef production in 
the Appalachian and Great Lakes Region. 
Furthermore, a good many ardent dairymen 
recognize the status of their overproduction, 
and are interested in diversification. Yes, 
there is a renewed interest in beef cattle 
throughout the East. They are on their 
way back—just how far remains to be seen.

During the past twelve to fifteen months 
the circulation of the Journal has made 
almost spectacular gains. New breeders, or 
prospective breeders ordering the breed 
paper for one, two, three, or five years. To 
us the situation indicated an unusually good 
demand for breeding stock was on the way.

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A Contribution from Georgia 


For generations, the farmers of the south 
have looked upon cotton as the one and only 
cash crop, and all other crops were merely 
supplementary. Although prices might drop 
far below the cost of production, cotton re- 
mained, throughout the years, King. 

Before the world war, the beef cattle in- 
dustry in the south was rapidly forging 
ahead, and within a few years would prob- 
ably have ranked second to cotton as a cash 
crop. However, the acute shortage and ex- 
tremely high prices of cotton during the 
war caused farmers to forget about cattle, 
and turn all their attention to growing cot- 
ton. More and more acreage planted to cot- 
ton, together with a better understanding 
of boll weevil control has caused a tremen- 
dous surplus of cotton. This, with lower 
foreign consumption of American cotton, 
and higher foreign production has forced 
the southern farmer to the realization that 
land must be devoted to crops other than 
cotton. The AAA has encouraged the farm- 
er to diversify, rotate crops, reduce cotton 
acreage and practice soil control. The ques- 
tion confronting the southern farmer has 
been, what shall I do with the land not 
planted in cotton? Live stock was believed 
to be the answer, and the past four years 
has seen a steady increase in the number of 
live stock grown and fattened in the south; 
the past year has seen a phenomenal in- 
crease, and from all indications, the num- 
ber will tend to increase for several years. 


The south is blessed with an unsurpassed 
climate, long growing seasons, and adequate 
rainfall, and there is every reason to believe 
that cattle is being established on a sound 
and permanent basis. Agricultural leaders 
are encouraging and assisting in the estab- 
lishing of the industry as a major cash crop. 

Although the summers are long and hot, 
they are not too hot to permit sufficient 
grazing; except for the hours 10 A. M. to 
2 P. M., cattle will be found in the pastures 
all day, and away from shade. They usual- 
ly seek shade during the hottest part of the 
day, and ample shade is usually available. 
Due to the long growing season, and ample 
rainfall, it is no hard matter to secure a 
good growth of pasture grasses and le- 
gumes. In the south will be found no vast 
grazing areas as is found in the west, but’ 
when pastures are kept in good condition, 
as the farmers are learning to do, plenty of 
feed will be maintained to keep the cattle 
in a fat and healthy condition. 


Winters are mild, but not so mild as to 
cause the spread of diseases. The short win- 
ters mean a longer grazing period, and 
shorter periods of hand feeding. As a mat- 
ter of fact, with a little preparation and 
forethought, ample grazing can, and is be- 
ing obtained for ten months of the year. 
Pastures are ready for cattle in April and 
May, and will continue to furnish grazing 
until late in October. Lespedeza, cowpeas 
and soybeans are available in September, 
October and November to supplement the 
permanent pastures. Oats, rye, vetch, crim- 
son clover and barley sown either separate- 
ly or as a mixture are available in January 
or February; sometimes as early as late 
December, always by March. By taking the 
cattle off the grain fields in sufficient time, 
a full crop of hay or grain can be harvested. 

The south produces an ample supply of 
oats, soy beans, hay, lespedeza, sorghum 
cane, and a fair amount of corn. The per 
acre yield for corn is low, partially caused 
by the fact that farmers have concentrated 
on cotton to the extent that they have large- 
ly neglected corn. Corn production can and 
will increase as the importance of cotton is 
decreased. Complete failure of the oat crop

heavy demand for registered and higher 
priced bulls. Considerable promotional work 
is being done by both the Aberdeen-Angus 
and Hereford breeders, and the native cattle 
are being rapidly improved through the use 
of animals that have been shipped in from 
other cattle states. 

In previous years, lack of a ready market 
has been a discouraging factor in the expan- 
sion of the beef cattle industry. That, how- 
ever, is now a thing largely of the past, for 
packing houses are now scattered through- 
out the south, and nearby auction barns 
provide a ready market and prompt pay 
ment for cattle offered for sale. 

It is not believed that the south will be 
in a position to compete with the west for 
many years—if ever—but it is hoped that 
within the next few years it will be supply- 
ing its own needs. Nor is it expected that 
cattle will replace cotton as the major cash 
crop; but it is believed and accepted that 
cotton can be supplemented to a large &- 
tent through the growing and fattening of 
beef cattle.

of it. Few breeders have gathered in so few 
years as many strictly choice foundation 
animals as has Colonel Dillard. When you 
see him at an auction, you can rest assured 
that some good cattle are being offered, and 
that the one or two or more that he con- 
siders good enough to be added will go to 
Winton. 

By that I don’t mean that every animal 
that he likes is purchased for addition to 
Winton, for that is definitely not the case. 
He has his foundation herd about assembled, 
and isn’t too anxious to make many other 
additions. Scan past Journals, paying at- 
tention to leading sales and see how many 
of the “tops” have been selected for Winton. 
How about his herd sires? First he has En- 
fileen’s Bandolier 2d, sired by Blackbird 
Bandolier of Page, a great show bull, be- 
ing exhibited twelve times in 1936 and never 
defeated. Had he been retained for the 
1937 and 1938 show herd of Edwards Bro- 
thers, who bred him, he might well have 
gone on to greater heights in the show ring.

Today as I sat at my desk a frequell 
visitor to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal o- 
fices came in to see about changing his 4 
for the August issue and mentioned that his 
herd had the very same anniversary {até 
as the breed paper. 

In August 1919, Mr. C. T. Rierson put 
chased his very first Aberdeen-Angus, 
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i was starting a paper for the 
— Mr. Rierson drove to Webster 
City and walked in to the new headquarters 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and right 
then and there, before the first issue had 
come off the press, he paid for his first 
year’s subscription. ; 

I am not sure but what Mr. Rierson was 
the very first breeder to make this kind of 
a purchase, but at any rate he was one of 
the very first to subscribe and that subscrip- 
tion card has never once been out of the 
mailing files, except to be changed from the 
regular subscribers list over to the adver- 
tiser’s file, for he has a herd of one hundred 
Aberdeen-Angus and they are a great lot of 
cattle. 

Mr. Rierson has used two sons of Earl 
Marshall in his herd, and when the Earl 
Marshall strain passed from the hands of 
Escher & Ryan to the Strathmore herd he 
again came to Webster City and instead of 
purchasing a subscription to the breed paper 
he bought a son of Revolution 100th and 
since that date purchased another. Little 
did he think in 1919 that Fred Hahne would 
also sell him a bull for his herd, but that is 
past, and he will need to go elsewhere in the 
future to find a herd sire. 

tarting with only ten cows he watched 
an Saat seen to one hundred and has sold 
some $25,000.00 worth of cattle off that 
foundation. Of course, he has purchased ad- 
ditional females, used them a while and sold 
a part of what he purchased, but always 
after they had been mated to one of his good 
sires and found to be the type that he 
wanted to keep and the kind he intended to 
sell to his fellow breeders. 

He remembers the days when two copies 
of the Journal came to his mail box every 
month, but as he said some of these were 
mighty small, as were the prices he received 
for some of his cattle in those dark days 
after the war. He thinks that the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal has shown a vast improve- 
ment in the past few years and that it has 
stood up in size a lot better than a few years 
past. (We hope that it never gets so thin 
you need put a paper weight on it to keep it 
on your desk.) 


It was not very long ago that an issue of 
thirty pages was a big number, and now we 
issue a Journal of from thirty-six to 
forty pages as a matter of course and talk 
of a big issue only when we speak of the 
August and December issues, our Anniver- 
sary and Holiday numbers, which usually 
run well toward the hundred page mark. 

This August issue is well represented 
with more breeders than ever getting their 
names before the breeders of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle and we hope that they will be- 
come steady supporters of our breed publi- 
cation, that they will continue to send us 
the names of friends they think should re- 
ceive a copy of their own breed paper.

International Grand Champion Mercer Meets the Public 


By Rank C. Forbes 


The world loves a champion. Whether it 
be man or beast, male or female, people 
worship at a champion’s shrine, marveling 
at his greatness, awed by his achievement. 

Little wonder, then, that when Firestone 
purchased Mercer, the 1938 International 
grand champion steer, paying $3.35 a pound 
for his 1130 pounds of prime beef on hoof, 
and sent him on tour of twenty-five of Am- 
erica’s principal live stock producing states, 
the people from far and wide flocked to see 
the champien in the flesh and hear what 
made him the judge’s choice for that great- 
est of all International Stock Show honors. 


Naturally, some came merely through 
curiosity, drawn as by a magnet to ascer- 
tain just what a grand champion steer look- 
ed like. Others—experienced feeders and 
showmen, largely—came to see just how 
much the champion had slipped, how de- 
pressed a condition he was in since he won 
the championship and went on tour. None 
believed a grand champion steer could with- 
stand the rigors of constant touring 
throughout the country, in all kinds of 
weather, change of climate, change of wat- 
er, change of environment, and change of 
natural mode of living, without losing his 
form, finish and bloom. But the majority 
came to seek knowledge. Those persons 
who made up the bulk of the gatherings at 
our shows were there to learn what it takes 
in type, form and finish to make a grand 
champion steer, and to see for themselves 
what type of steer is preferred for profit- 
able feed lot use. 

And all who came, got an eyeful. The 
curious went away feeling well repaid for 
coming, having gathered more new facts in 
the art of cattle breeding and feeding which 
made the industry far more interesting to 
them than they ever had dreamed it could

be. And it gave them a new and entirely 
different perspective of agriculture, bring- 
ing forcibly to their attention, in many in- 
stances for the first time, the fact that it is 
the farmer and stockman who feeds and 
clothes them and makes their very exist- 
ence possible 


Experienced feeders and showmen were 
most surprised. When they saw the cham- 
pion and went carefully over him, inch by 
inch, and discovered that he not only had 
held his own but also had improved greatly 
since he was acclaimed the best steer at the 
World’s largest Stock Show, they were in- 
deed astounded. Among the many expert 
feeders and showmen, not a few of whom 
were of international repute, who examined 
the champion on tour and who saw him in 
Chicago last November, there was not one 
who did not pronounce him a better steer 
than when he won his International award. 
It was those practical cattlemen who really 
had their eyes opened. There, right before 
their eyes, was living proof that the right 
kind of champion steer can be carried on to 
greater and better form and finish. 


They, who had come to seek knowledge 
found it spread out before them in a man- 
ner which permitted no argument. Begin- 
ners saw a goal toward which to strive—a 
goal which is not nearly so difficult to at- 
tain as they had believed. To them, much 
of the fearful part of cattle breeding and 
feeding was placed under the strong light 
of practical experience and made to vanish 
as mist before the sun. They were set on 
the right track by seeing what actually had 
been achieved by application of practical, 
common sense methods. Even educators of 
long experience got much of value from 
seeing the champion and hearing his life’s 
story. True, what they saw and heard about

selecting a calf and preparing i 

was something of an upset of Gene ee 
ly accepted theories. There before them 
was the living example of what once a 
a most commonplace calf, a calf which had 
been rejected repeatedly by those in search 
of a specimen suitable for club work. But 
when given a ration composed of ordinar 

farm-grown feeds and handled under pass 
ary farm conditions, in only seven and one- 
half months on feed, he was acclaimed 
champion at the Illinois State Fair one of 
the largest cattle shows in America. And 
this achievement, which never has been 
closely approached in the annals of the 
the American show yard, was gained with- 
out the aid of a nurse cow or any feed or 
care other than what can be supplied under 
ordinary farm conditions anywhere in a sec- 
tion adapted to agriculture. There was the 
proof of the necessity for combining practi- 
cal knowledge with scientific principles, if 
best results were to be attained. Many of 
the heads of animal husbandry departments 
at leading colleges, as well as farm advisers 
and vocational teachers, voiced that senti- 
ment in no uncertain terms. 


But it was the youngsters who gained 
most from Mercer’s visit to their commun- 
ity. Smith-Hughes students, Future Farm- 
ers of America, 4-H Club boys and girls, 
and sons and daughters of farmers and 
stockmen, who without the aid of club 
teaching have launched their craft upon the 
waters of fitting and showing calves. All 
these boys and girls in whose hands rests 
the future of America’s agriculture, had a 
rare treat in store for them. Always hay- 
ing looked upon the winning of a grand 
championship as something afar off and 
not for them ever to experience, something 
in which there was some sort of hokus- 
pokus which required knowl- 
edge of voodooism to com- 
bat, those boys and girls 
were astonished to learn 
that such an achievement 
was well within the reach of 
any of them. 

There, right before them, 
was the living example of 
what had been accomplished 
by Irene Brown, a 14-year- 
old 4-H Club girl. Irene 
had no extraordinary ex- 
perience. She even had 
been handicapped by having 
to feed a rather mediocre 
calf. True, the calf had 
good breeding, preferred 
type and excellent quality, 
but he had been given no 
opportunity to prove his 
mettle. Left a bull till past 
ten months of age, a bull 
no one wanted, he was of no 
more apparent value as a

He never tasted 
ilk, after he was weaned from his dam at 
a tender age. But within the short space of 
seven and one-half months, a ration of corn, 
oats and barley, supplemented with oilmeal 
aa Tarkio Molasses Feed, developed him 
into form and finish necessary to win his 
first championship and carried him on to be 
acclaimed the grand champion steer at the 
World’s Greatest Live Stock Show. Certain- 
ly, there was nothing connected with Irene’s 
achievement that would in any way dampen 
the ardor o. any boy or girl who aspires to 
such an acco-aplishment. On the contrary, 
everything pointed to the fact that any ordi- 
nary boy or girl can win coveted prizes with 
their calves, provided they select calves of 
referred type and quality, and, above all 
else, feed them all they will consume of 
good, wholesome farm feeds. Naturally, 
they must groom and train their calves. 
That is most important. But there is nothing 
connected with the preparation of a calf for 
show that should a or bewilder any 
iniary boy or girl. 
— an the items the Mercer Tour 
brought out. That is what made it the 
greatest thing of its kind ever attempted.

A project of special interest to cattlemen 
was that conducted by the University of 
Saskatchewan for the purpose of furnishing 
further information about the merits and 
characteristics of four breeds of beef cattle 
and their crosses. 

A. M. Shaw, Director of Dominion Mar- 
keting Service, under whose direction this 
work was begun when he was Dean of Agri- 
culture at the University, and J. W. G. Mac- 
Ewan, Professor of Animai Husbandry, who 
was at all times in close touch with the 
experiment, have now released the complete 
results. They are of particular interest to 
beef cattle breeders and those who buy 
range calves to feed for baby beef. 

In the range country north of Swift Cur- 
rent, in Saskatchewan, is the Matador 
Ranch, so called because it once was owned 
by the Matador Land and Cattle Company. 
But since 1922 it has been administered as 
a community pasture by the Saskatchewan 
Department of Agriculture. 

About 2,500 acres of this land were set 
aside for the experimental herd, consisting 
of forty Shorthorns, forty Herefords, forty 
Aberdeen-Angus and forty Galloways, all 
practically pure bred two-year-old heifers. 
The purpose of the experiment being to 
compare the beef breeds and crosses in the 
light of western conditions, bulls of the 
four breeds were used, Aberdeen-Angus the 
first year, Herefords the second year, Short- 
horns the third year and Galloways the 
fourth year. Five bulls served the 160 cows 
each year. 

Winter Fed at Saskatoon 

Early in April is considered an ideal time 
for range cattle to begin calving. Accord- 
ingly in April, 1931, first results of the ex- 
periment became visible. Some six months 
later, about October 12, the calves were re- 
moved to Saskatoon for winter feeding at 
the University farm. This description fits 
each season of the four-year period. 

As far as the bulls were concerned, the 
Galloway breed undisputedly held _ first 
place for hardiness, coming through the 
breeding season in better condition than any 
of the others. Herefords came next in 
order, followed by Aberdeen-Angus and 
Shorthorn. 

The Shorthorn cows seemed least able to 
withstand the rigors of winter, with the 
other three about equal in this respect, al- 
though the Galloways often would be out 
grazing when the weather was too stormy or 
cold for the others to leave shelter. The 
Shorthorns also 
seemed more suscep- sagem 
tible to bad udder

‘or the first few days their feed consi 
of prairie hay. Then a grain ration biog 
ually introduced, one pound of whole oats 
per head being given daily for the first 
week. The ration was gradually increased 
and changed from whole oats to a mixture 
of coarse ground oats and barley. The in- 
crease was at the rate of one pound per 
head every two weeks until the animals 
were on a full feed of ten pounds of grain 
each day. About ten weeks before the ani- 
mals were finished, linseed oil cake was 
added to the grain ration, being increased 
from one-quarter to three-quarters of a 
pound. The roughage consisted of prairie 
hay and oats sheaves cut with an ordinary 
cutting box. 

As to the results of the experiment, it 
was admitted that because of varying cli- 
matic and feed conditions from year to year 
a fair comparison was not possible except 
between groups in any one year’s calf crop, 
and perhaps the reciprocal crosses, which 
would give two years comparison. 

Characteristics of Crosses 

It is interesting to note the colors and 
other characteristics of the various crosses. 
All calves having an Aberdeen-Angus sire 
were polled. The Aberdeen-Angus-Hereford 
calves had black bodies and brockle faces, 
the calves of Shorthorn cows in this case 
were mostly black. Two were black with 
white bellies and three were blue roan. 
Those from the Galloways were somewhat 
uneven in size and rough of coat, but the 
rest of the calves were quite uniform. 

The calves of Hereford sires in the follow- 
ing year were marked as follows: Aber- 
deen-Angus mothers—black with “broken 
white” faces and polled. Hereford*Angus 
calves, and Angus-Hereford calves of the 
previous year were marked alike. (This 
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f all such reciprocal crosses.)

though from white bulls, were predominate- 
ly roans and reds, there being only three 
whites in the group. It was these calves 
which I saw in January of 1934. The 
Shorthorn-Hereford group appeared to be 
in best condition, with the Shorthorn-Gallo- 
way crosses at the foot of the class as to 
weight and general appearance. (When 
slaughtered, the Shorthorn-Hereford crosses 
were fattest, but the Shorthorn-Angus car- 
casses were a evenly fleshed and several 

heavier. 
— final crop sired by Galloway bulls, 
showed color characteristics much like sim- 
jlar crosses of previous years. Among the 
Galloway-Shorthorn cross were two blue 
roans and all the rest were black. All these 
calves were hornless. 
Three Shipments to United Kingdom. 

Three shipments of these experimental 
calves were made to Britain. In general, 
they pretty well topped the market, being 
considered definitely better than the bulk 
of beef coming to Smithtield market and in 
some instances outselling the best home 
grown product. The cross breds generally 
seemed to have a slight advantage over the 
pure breds in rate of gain and quality of 
carcass. 

A third of one shipment of these animals 
was slaughtered at Saskatoon before being 
exported. One-third was shipped to Montre- 
al and slaughtered there, and the remaining 
twenty-six head were shipped alive to 
Birkenhead, England. Results of these ex- 
perimental shipments showed that under 
existing transportation facilities the most 
protitable exporting method was live ship- 


ing. 
— Analysis of Results. 

When an analysis was made of the results 
of the experiment it was found that the 
Aberdeen-Angus-Shorthorn and Shorthorn- 
Aberdeen-Angus crosses were at the top of 
the list both as to average daily gain (1.82 
pounds) and percentage of top grade car- 
casses (86.4 per cent). In second place 
came the Hereford-Shorthorn and _ Short- 
horn-Hereford crosses with an average daily 
gain of 1.73 pounds and 84.4 per cent of 
top grade carcasses. 

Here are a few additional noteworthy ob- 
servations: “Heifer calves finished approxi- 
mately thirty days earlier than steer calves. 
There was no difference in the fertility of 
the cow herds. The Shorthorn, Hereford 
and Aberdeen-Angus cow herds each pro- 
duced the same number of calves in four 
years. The cow herds in their tenth year 
were almost equal in numbers, indicating 
negligible difference in depreciation due to 
death loss or sterility. The calves from 
the Aberdeen-Angus cows averaged the 
heaviest at weaning time, followed by those 
from the Shorthorns, Herefords and Gallo- 
ways.”

Angus cattle, all in beautiful fit. In a 
couple of hours the sale was over, with an 
average of over $300.00, the best sale yet 
held by the Maryland breeders. The demand 
was keen from the start to the finish and 
there were lots of bidders on every animal. 
There were no extremely high prices but all 
of this even offering sold at a very even line 
of prices. Most of the cattle went to new 
breeders. As I watched the progress of this 
sale I got my first inkling of the importance 
of these Eastern States to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. If this development in the 
East continues as I think it will I am still 
wondering since this trip if the corn belt 
will be able to long hold their claim as being 
the center of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 
Immediately after the sale our two day 
trip through Virginia was to start. Mr. 
Charles T. Neale, of Gordonsville, Virginia, 
had organized this trip and I must say now 
he certainly really organized it. We were 
on our way for Virginia immediately after 
the sale. There were about sixteen of us in 
the party and apparently a heavy program 
had been arranged for us. We _ stopped 
about supper time to see Sam O’Sullivan 
with his new Aberdeen-Angus herd in Vir- 
ginia. I can’t remember the name of the 
town but I remember seeing a fine lot of 
Aberdeen-Angus heifers with an outstand- 
ing young bull at their head. This bull was 
py General of Ada, and was bred by the 
Lofgren-McGregor Stock Farm at Ada, 
Minnesota. We left Sam O’Sullivan’s just 
as it was getting dark and under Mr. Neale’s 
direction we went to the home of Mr. Ed- 
ward Jenkins, Red Gate Farm, Millwood, 
Virginia. It was dark when we arrived, but 
I could see this was a beautiful farm and a 
beautiful home. We were met there by Mrs. 
Jenkins and Mr. Jenkins and the whole 
party was entertained at dinner. Here we 
had real Aberdeen-Angus beef and every- 
thing else that goes with it to make a 
hungry crowd of travelers happy. I en- 
joyed every minute of this evening with 
Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins and was just getting 
ready to say what a full and enjoyable eve- 
ning I had had when Mr. Neale announced 
that we were to go home with Mr. William 
Bell Watkins, of Berryville, Virginia, for a 
late evening party and supper. Mr. Wat- 
kins was a guest at the Jenkins dinner and 
took us all home with him. It must have 
been at least 10:30 or 11:00 o’clock when we 
arrived at Mr. Watkins’ beautiful and his- 
toric home. There we were greeted by Mrs. 
Watkins and after laughing and talking and 
visiting we again were refreshed with meat 
and drink. Here I had a chance to talk 
more with Mr. Jenkins, Mr. Watkins, Mr. 
ueorge Cutting, Mr. Charles Neale and 
other Virginia breeders. I was having the 
time of my life and I would have been will- 
Ing to continue this laughing and talking 
all night but the young fellows of the party 
thought we had better go home about 1:00 
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a. m., so we all went to the neighboring 
Virginia town and parked in the hotel for 
the night. Needless to say I slept like a log 
and it only seemed a minute until the bell 
was ringing to wake me at 6:00 a. m. ready 
to tour Virginia. 

We first went back to Mr. Edward Jen- 
kins’ farm to see his beautiful farm and 
wonderful herd of cattle in the daylight. 
Here I saw a beautiful rolling farm with 
the finest blue grass I had seen since I had 
left Iowa. Here was a country beautiful 
enough to entrance anybody, with its trees, 
grass, flowing creeks and rivers and with 
luscious blue grass everywhere. Mr. and 
Mrs. Jenkins then came with us and we saw 
his herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle number- 
ing around 200 head. His manager, Mr. Mc- 
Loughlin, took us in charge at the barns 
and showed us the young cattle he was fit- 
ting, and his battery of herd bulls. I was 
very much impressed with this beautiful 
farm and this wonderful new Aberdeen- 
Angus herd. It appeared to be a very prac- 
tical place and a very practical herd with 
the majority of the cows living most of the 
year on grass and with most of the bulls, 
raised each year, fed out for top beef in the 
New York market. 

About 10:00 a. m. we were told by Mr. 
George Cutting and Mr. Neale that we must 
move on so we went out to the William Bell 
Watkins farm to see his herd in the day- 
light. Here we again saw a rolling, beauti- 
ful farm, with limestone cropping out all 
over it and with wonderful grass and trees. 

This farm is famous for its hunters and 
running horses, although it is becoming 
more and more an Aberdeen-Angus farm as 
Mr. Watkins’ enthusiasm for Aberdeen-An- 
gus directs it. Here we saw a beautiful 
foundation for a selected Aberdeen-Angus 
herd with the old show bull Ames Plantation 
Black Marvel at the head. We also saw the 
Barbara of Anoka heifer that was junior 
champion at Chicago a couple of years ago. 
She had a wonderful show bull calf at foot, 
one of the best young bulls I have seen 
this year. This herd is also run in a very 
practical manner, with certain fields of blue 
grass saved during the summer months for 
winter pasture. On this farm I saw the 
largest kennel of fox hounds I have ever 
seen. They greeted us boisterously. There 
appeared to be 100 or more of these hounds, 
the best in the land. 

It was getting to be about noon when we 
left Mr. Watkins’ farm but our schedule said 
that we still had Broadview Farm to visit 
before lunch. We had all eaten so much the 
night before that although it was lunch 
time, and back in Iowa I am pretty regular 
about meals, I did not feel hungry. We 
went out to this magnificent Broadview 
Farm, just out of Warrenton, Virginia. 
This farm is practically all blue grass, sur- 
rounded by miles of white board fence and 
cross fences that you can see going up and 
down over the sloping hills for some dis- 
tance before you get to the farm itself. 

As I drove up the lane into this beautiful 
place which showed nature at its best, I 
could not help but think what a wonderful 
farm on which to have Aberdeen-Angus. 
They could be seen at their best here and 
seen under circumstances that were bound 
to attract. Dave Sutherland the herdsman 
in charge had everything ready for us. 
Here we saw Epponian Sth of Rosemere, the 
1936 International champion bull. He look- 
ed as good as ever, running on luscious blue 
grass with a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cows 
every one of which appeared to be in actual 
show condition. It was a wonderful sight 
and could not help but impress everybody. 
From the pastures we went up to the barns 
and here we saw a large number of young 
cattle all being fitted, among them were 
several young bulls by Epponian 8th that

dition, we went to his house which is a on 
tiful place and there we met Mrs. Cutting. 
and were entertained in good old Virgin 
fashion. It must have been at least 2:15 
p. m. when we left George Cutting’s home 
after saying good bye to Mrs. Cutting. She 
told us about the Gold Cup race she was go- 
ing to ride her jumping horse in next week 
which is held on Broadview Farm every 
year and is the feature social race event of 
the East. I have often wondered how her 
horse came out. I hope he got over the 
jumps all right and at least landed straight 
up. 

We arrived at the Country club ow 
Warrenton about 2:30 p. m. for aout 
appetites were whetted and we were a 
hungry lot of Westerners who sat down to a 
wonderful dinner, specially arranged at the 
Country club for us. 

By this time we were behind schedule and 
had to hurry so by 3:30 we were entering 
the famous Canterbury Farms, Warrenton 
Virginia, about a mile from the Country 
club to see the largest herd of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in the state of Virginia. Here 
we again saw a beautiful farm, elaborately 
equipped with buildings, the same white 
board fences, miles of them as on Broad- 
view Farm. The cattle were all out on 
grass, except a few being fitted for the Vir- 
ginia sale this fall. This is a big herd of 
cattle and a big farm which is playing an 
important part in the development of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in the East. We did 
not meet Colonel Pierce the owner, as he 
was not home, but we met his son and his 
manager Mr. Little. 

From Canterbury Farms we drove over 
to Brandy Rock Farm where we saw the 
1937 International grand champion bull, 
Bandolier of Anoka 6th. He looked ready to 
walk into the show ring when we saw him 
and Johnny Brown remarked that he looked 
fresher and more fit than any other ex- 
grand champion he had seen. This is a new 
herd and a new farm. It will no doubt be 
one of the leading Aberdeen-Angus herds of 
the future in Virginia. 

By this time, it was getting late, in fact 
it was after six o’clock when we left Brandy 
Rock Farm, and said good bye to Mr. W. A. 
Spillman, the manager. We had about 
sixty miles to drive on a winding beautiful 
road from Brandy Rock to the home of Mr. 
Charles T. Neale, at Gordonsville, Virginia, 
where we were due for a.dinner party. Mr. 
Neale was directing our trip and as he was 
the time keeper we did not feel so embar- 
rassed when we arrived late for dinner at 
his place. It was close to 8:00 o’clock when 
we arrived after a fast drive from Brandy 
Rock Farm. It was dark by this time, but 
even so I could tell that we were entering 
one of the most beautiful and picturesque 
farms in Virginia. The entrance driveway 
a mile or so long was lined with trees and 
shrubs, the farm buildings were situated in 
a sort of valley between grass and tree 
covered hills, with Mr. Neale’s_ mansion 
house sitting up high on the side of the 
mountain looking down on this beautiful 
country.

I heard 
shout a lot of new things, how, for instance, 
a Virginia ham should not be eaten until it 
is three years old. The one we ate was 
three years old and it was marvelous. I also 
heard about the cock fights and how these 
fighting roosters were bred more scientific- 
ally for fighting than even Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are bred for beef. I even heard about 
how white mule liquor was made in the hills, 
and when you wanted some you just took 
your bucket out at night, put it in the hol- 
iow tree and in the morning it was full of 
white corn liquor. I heard about the his- 
tory of the country surrounding Mr. Neale’s. 
How Robert E. Lee rested in this old home 
petween battles in nearby hills. I heard 
about the jumping horses that were bred in 
the neighborhood and how you must learn to 
ride them to be a real Virginia rural gentle- 
man. I met a great fellow at this party of 
Mr. Neale’s, it was Mr. John Woodruff. 
Kenneth McGregor had always looked tall to 
me, but even he had to look up to Mr. Wood- 
ruff. Mr. Woodruff breeds the best fight- 
ing chickens in Virginia and before we part- 
ed that night my interest was so worked up 


all arrangements for the next early morn- 
ing had to be changed so we could all see 
an official cock fight and see it we sure did. 

But to go on with the evening at Mr. 
Neale’s we had a meeting after the dinner 
at which we had speeches and everybody 
was more enthusiastic than ever about Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. The party started to 
break up about eleven or eleven-thirty and 
soon everybody had gone home except the 
Western party, Mr. Woodruff and a few en- 
thusiasts. We had had a hard day but Mr.

_Wayland and Kenneth went to stay the 
night with Mr. Woodruff, the rest of us 
stayed at Mr. Neale’s. We were up early 
and Mr. Neale showed us around his place 
which is a picture of beauty. The cattle 
were in lovely condition and I was greatly 
impressed with this herd. We saw a beau- 
tiful lot of yearling heifers in one field, 
cows and calves in another and more cows in 
another field. This is a large herd num- 
bering around 200 head. At the head of 
this herd is Evaxus 8th of Page, a son of 
the Imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch and 
out of Imported Miss Burgess of Nisbethill, 
one of the great cows of the Lofgren & Mc-

From Mr. Neale’s we went to Mr. Wood- 
ruff’s and there we found Mr. Woodruff, his 
son John Woodruff, Kenneth and Wayland 
waiting for us. Mr. Woodruff had arranged

of Colonel James B. Dillard, of Amherst, 
Virginia. This was about seventy-five 
miles away and after a beautiful trip south 
through the center of Virginia, we arrived at 
Colonel Dillard’s farm about noon. Here we 
were welcomed by Colonel Dillard himself 
and were shown rte his cattle. This is 
a very select herd and shows the result of 
Colonel Dillard’s care and perseverance dur- 
ing the last few years in buying for this 
herd at every opportunity the best females 
he could purchase. He has bought the tops 
wherever he found them, and as a result, 
the tops are in his herd. The cattle were all 
out on blue grass pasture and looked won- 
derful.

It was midnight or after before we arrived. 

I was still willing to try to show the boys 

the unknown sights of Washington, but they 
were too tired so I had to send them to bed 
and go to bed myself. : 

The bell in my room rang about five- 
thirty in the morning, the signal to me that 
it was time to get up and get ready to start 
for Maryland. We all met down stairs 
about half an hour later, we went across the 
street to have breakfast and on coming out 
from breakfast about seven o’clock ready to 
start for Annapolis to catch the ferry across 
Chesapeake Bay to Maryland, Kenneth 
found that his tire had a puncture. We just 
had an hour to catch the ferry and had 
thirty miles to go, so between urging this 
Eastern service station attendant to hurry 
with the tire and then driving on a strange 
road through traffic thirty miles to catch 
the ferry at Annapolis, we were a pretty ex- 
cited group when we just got to the ferry 
on time to drive on to it before it left. We 
nad about an hour’s ride across Chesapeake 
Bay and as we came to the landing on the 
other side, we could piainly see Alan Mc- 
Gregor, of Andelot Stock Farm, Worton, 
Maryland, waving us an enthusiastic wel- 
come on behalf of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders of Maryland. As we drove our cars 
off the ferry we were lined up and told a 
busy day was ahead of us. Guy Harmon, of 
Blakeford Farms, Queenstown, Maryland, 
was with Alan to help greet us. We im- 
mediately proceeded under their guiuance 
up the eastern shore of Chesapeake Bay. 
Our first stop was at the farm of Mr. M. C. 
Sherman, of Queenstown, Maryland. Here 
we were greeted by Mr. Sherman and shown 
through his fine herd of cattle. Mr. Sher- 
man’s farm is on a point jutting into Chesa- 
peake Bay with water on three sides. Sur- 
rounding his land which is rather a narrow 
strip running out into the bay is shallow 
water where oysters are taken out by the 
tons every year. Mr. Sherman has a very 
fine herd of cattle that were in fine condi- 
tion that morning, and he is one of the keen 
breeders of Maryland. 

From Mr. Sherman’s we _ proceeded to 
Blakeford Farms, also of Queenstown, 
Maryland, to see their Aberdeen-Angus 
herd. This is also a new herd being estab- 
lished on a farm that is nationally known 
for its Guernsey cattle. Here we saw at 
Blakeford a beautiful lot of young cows, 
most of them with calves at foot. These 
cows were as like as peas in a pod and 
showed uniformity of breeding and selection.

growth of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the 
Eastern states is due to a large extent t, 
the hard, persistent and valuable work of 
Alan McGregor. The results of his work 
showed plainly wherever we went in my 
opinion, the whole Aberdeen-Angus fra- 
ternity owe him thanks for the great work 
he has done for the breed. As we drove into 
Andelot Stock Farm right on the shores of 
Chesapeake Bay, my first look told me 
there was a farm thoroughly practical in its 
equipment and management. By this time 
we were behind schedule so without further 
delay we were taken to the barns to see the 
cattle that were being fitted. Here we saw 
sons and daughters of the famons Revolu- 
tion Blackcap, Black Lad of Sahin and the 
other great Andelot breeding bulls. I saw a 
two year old bull here by old Revolution 
Blackcap that was a short legged, thick, 
good one and I hope Alan will show him 
this year as he should win. From the barns 
we drove out into some of the nearby pas- 
tures, and here we saw around 150 breeding 
cows all of them in beautiful condition and 
most of them with fine calves at foot. Into 
some of the fields we drove to look at these 
cows closely, but owing to the shortage of 
time, we just drove by some of the other 
fields that were dotted as far as one could 
see on all sides with Black cattle. It did my 
heart good because here was a real Black 
cattle farm. The pastures here looked won- 
derful and the condition of the cows indi- 
cated the good that was in this grass. I saw 
one field of fortv or fifty yearling heifers 
that Alan was growing out for later sale. 
We also saw another group of around thirty 
vearling heifers that had just been sold to 
found a new herd. IT just made the remark 
when I saw these that if I were startine 
new as an Aberdeen-Angus breeder it was 
just a group of heifers like these uniform. 
in type, qualitv and breedine that T would 
want to start with. It is no wonder that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are popular in the 
East if this is the kind of foundation stock 
that is founding the breed. Manv of the 
herds of Maryland and Virginia have been 
founded on purchases from Alan McGregor 
at Andelot Stock Farms. After inspectinz 
this Andelot herd and seeing many of the 
other herds in this section of the countrv 
that came from Andelot. T can say that it 
is little wonder the breed has been success- 
ful and popular wherever they have gone in 
these states. 

At about one-thirty we went to Chester- 
town, Marvland, where Alan and Mrs. Me- 
Gregor entertained us at a wonderful lun- 
cheon. Immediatelv after this lunch we 
were on the road again and on our way to 
Wickwire Farm, at Earleville, Marvland, 
owned by George K. RBailev, the nvresident 
of the Maryland Aberdeen-Ancus Breeders 
Association. We arrived at Wickwire about 
3:00 p. m. and were greeted by George 
Bailey. Here we again saw a wonderful 
herd of cattle, numbering around 100 head. 
The cattle were in fine condition and im- 
pressed me greatly with their type and 
quality. Mr. Bailey in founding this he 
purchased the best breeding he could buy 
in this country and in addition has imported 
bulls and females from Scotland. | We saw 
some wonderful cows, and some fine young 
bulls. The senior herd sire at this farm 1s 
Evelesco of Page a bull that has sired win- 
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Mr. Bailey for the last six years. 
This bull is an outstanding individual and is 
ired by Revolution Blackcap and out of the 
famous Lofgren-McGregor imported cow, 
Early Verdict of Kinermony, an Elba Erica 
cow of the finest Scotch breeding. Evelesco 
has left his mark in the East and we saw 
daughters of his not only in Mr. Bailey’s 
own herd, but in many of the other herds 
we visited in Maryland and Virginia. Here 
were also young cattle being fitted for this 
fall’s Maryland show and they indicated the 
high quality of cattle that Mr. Bailey is pro- 
ducing. Before leaving Maryland I want to 
go back in my story to Frederick, tell about 
Monocacy Farms owned by Daniel Wight, 
at Frederick. We visited this farm the 
morning of the Maryland sale and on look- 
ing back now on my whole Eastern trip, I 
ean frankly say that the cows I saw at 
Monocacy Farms were among the finest I 
saw anywhere. In fact, I saw at least two 
or three cows in this herd that came from 
Glencarnock Farms, at Brandon, Manitoba, 
that were among the finest cows of the 
breed that I have ever seen. Johnny Brown, 
Kershaw and some of the others in the 
party particularly pointed out a Glencarnock 
Elba cow that we thought was one of the 
tops of the breed in America. These cattle 
were in elegant shape and had a beautiful 
lot of calves at foot. The chief herd sire 
at Monocacy Farms is Geneleric, a son of 
General 2d of Page, referred to in the 
story about Mr. Walton’s herd on Cres- 
well Farms in Virginia. This is an out- 
standing young bull and the calves I saw by 
him indicated to me that he was proving an 
outstanding sire. Mr. Wight is an enthusi- 
astic Aberdeen-Angus_ breeder. He has 
several farms around Frederick, which is 
probably the finest farming section in Mary- 
land, and if Mr. Wight can continue to use 
bulls good enough to mate with his wonder- 
ful Glencarnock foundation cows he is sure 
to be one of the real breeders of America. 

From Monocacy Farms we went to Tyr- 
connel Farms at Knoxville, Maryland. This 
is a group of eight or ten farms in this won- 
derful Frederick section. On all the differ- 
ent farms Aberdeen-Angus cattle are being 
established. Most of the young bulls raised 
will be fed out as top steers. These herds 
now number around 250 registered Aber- 
deen-Angus females and the production of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle from these farms 
will not only be large but be of high quality. 
George Christie of long experience in the 
pure bred cattle business is the manager of 
this main farm we visited. On this farm we 
saw a fine group of yearling heifers and 
other groups of breeding cows all in won- 
derful condition. 

Going back now to George Bailey’s Wick- 
wire Farm, about four o’clock we started to 
say good bye and here our party had to 
split up. Kenneth and Wayland had to re- 
turn home from here and I wanted to go on 
to the New York sale, and said good bye to 
my traveling companions Kenneth and Way- 
land. If they enjoyed my company on this 
trip as much as I enjoyed theirs then I can 
speak for them as well as myself when I 
say they are the best pair of fellows I ever 
traveled with and that my trip with them 
from the time of my leaving home was the 
happiest trip I have ever had in my life. 

At this point we also lost L. R. Kershaw, 
Sammy Fullerton, J. Garrett Tolan and Mrs. 
Tolan, as they all were compelled to return 
home to arrange for their coming sales. 
Also Mr. Otto Nobis. We were very sorry 
to lose all these fine people, as they were 
fine people to be with and they all enjoyed 
the entire trip. 

After the others left I changed to Frank

After a fine visit with Mr. Schley while 
riding around in the car, he made me a 
present of his walking stick, which he had 
carried for many years. He said he had 
purchased it in London. I appreciated the 
gift very much. 

After leaving Mr. Schley we went on to 
Dunwalke Farm at Far Hills, New Jersey. 
I was much interested in this farm, as I had 
sold George Porteous a car load of cows for 
this farm last December. I found these 
cows doing good work for them, in the past 
this was a dairy farm, but the dairy cattle 
have all been replaced with Aberdeen-An- 
gus. After our_usual inspection we dined 
with the owner Mr. Dillon, who appears to 
be much interested in Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. If he will leave it to George Porteous 
he will soon have a great herd. 

After lunch we drove northward and call- 
ed on Rally Farms, Millbrook, New York, 
where we found an outstanding herd. After 
a nice visit and dinner we inspected the cat- 
tle fully. John Brown was pleased to see 
the good bull he had sold this farm at the 
last International. On our way to Rally 
Farms we went through West Point. The 
Cadets were on the field marching at the 
time we passed through and we all enjoyed 
it. This is a great military school. From 
there we journeyed on_to Briarcliff and 
spent the night with Sam Morrison, the 
manager. 

Early Saturday morning, May 6th we left 
the Morrison home to visit several other 
herds in that vicinity.

ae to enable small farmers throughout 
Scotland to purchase bulls of such breeds 
5 they may prefer, with the ultimate ob- 
‘ect of course of improving the general 
yandard of the cattle of the country. Under 
this scheme bulls of the various breeds are 
selected by farmers and it is a rather strik- 
ing tribute to the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
that of the total number of bulls purchased 
under the Government scheme last year no 
less than 92 per cent were Aberdeen-Angus. 
This is a rather striking figure and indi- 
eates the line upon which Scottish farmers 
consider it necessary to go in order to pro- 
duce the highest quality of beef. There is 
the further point, as already mentioned, 
that at the public sales in Britain more 
bulls of the Aberdeen-Angus breed are now 
annually sold than of any other beef breed. 
I have recently been preparing for pub- 
lication in the Aberdeen-Angus Review a 
series of biographies of those most closely 
identified with the early improvement of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed from the days oi 
Hugh Watson to the time of the late Sir 
George Macpherson-Grant, Bart. These 
biographies are intended to show not so 
much what these pioneers did as breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle—though those feat- 
ures of their life’s work crop up at many 
points—as what they accomplished in other 
walks of life. Their work as breeders is 
enshrined for all time in the past story of 
the breed as recorded in Herd Book and in 
History. But breeders will always be anx- 
ious to know “what manner of men” these 
pioneers were in other walks of life, and the 
biographies tend to show that they were 
leaders in their day and generation in more 
than cattle breeding, but that the social, in- 
dustrial, and political life of their times was 
in their different spheres greatly influenced 
by their work. It is good to think that these 
pioneers of our breed were so outstanding 
personalities in other activities of their day 
and generation, for a knowledge of this 
must only add to the esteem in which their 
memory is held by every present-day breed- 
er and lover of the great Aberdeen-Angus 
breed which holds so securely all beef mak- 
ing records that have been set up in the var- 
ious cattle countries of the world to which 
the fruits of the labours of these pioneers 
have gone forth.

The Beef Breed

ter-breed competition such as having won 
twenty-one out of thirty-eight single steer 
grand championships at the International 
against all others up to 1938, with half of 
the credit for three other such winnings 
during the same interval; and in the carload 
lots, of thirty-one winnings as against five 
for the Hereford and one for the Shorthorn. 

But the thing in which we are most vital- 
ly interested is how these black steers sell 
i comparison to steers of the other breeds. 
Here again we find the odds all in favor of 
the Aberdeen-Angus. From 1900 to 1937 
there were 1186 carloads of Aberdeen-An- 
gus sold at auction during the International 
show, at an average price of $13.90 per hun- 
dred. During the same period 1221 carloads 
of Herefords brought an average price of 
$12.90 per hundred, and the sale of 425 car- 
loads of Shorthorns during the same time 
resulted in exactly the same average as that 
tealized by the Herefords. This gives the 
Aberdeen-Angus an average of $1.00 per 
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hundred over the two other competing beef 
breeds, which would probably mean an av- 
erage for the entire period of between 
$13.00 and $14.00 per steer, because during 
the earlicr years heavier steers were shown. 

But returning to my statement that the 
Aberdeen-Angus is the beef breed of the 
future, there are a number of substantial 
reasons for arriving at this conclusion. 
Among them the fact that more and more 
is the consuming public going to ask for 
prime beef in small cuts, and there is no 
steer that will equal the Aberdeen-Angus in 
producing the ideal baby beef carcass. Then, 
too, range cattlemen, who produce a large 


part of our total beef supply, are learning 
fast that Aberdeen-Angus cattle thrive on 
the range, that they are unbeatable as rust- 
lers for feed and that they excel all others 
in hardiness. They are learning also that 
when their calves are ready for the feeder 
market they will find plenty of buyers wait- 
ing for them at $1.00 or more per hundred 
above what other calves are bringing. 

It goes without saying that progressive 
cattlemen are smart enough to produce the 
kind that give them the best net returns. 
Therefore, future generations will turn to 
“ Aberdeen-Angus in ever increasing num- 

rs.
